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THE SERGEANTS 


The archives of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts contain an entry dated March 13, 
1638, indicating the Governor Winthrop granted a charter to the Military Company of Mas- 
sachusetts. The records of the “Company” reveal that on the first Monday in June 1638, Robert 
Keayne was elected the first commander and John Oliver and Joshua Hughes elected Sergeants. 

Richard Morris, a charter member of the company, served as Sergeant in 1637 and Thomas 
Savage, another charter member, is noted as serving as the Company's first Orderly Sergeant. 
Thus began the traditions of Sergeant’s service to the Company that has survived to modern 
times with little change. 

Today candidates for Sergeant of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massa- 
chusetts usually begin planning a year or two in advance and join forces with other Ancients to 
prepare a campaign for election to the office for the year of their choice. Each candidate must 
declare his intention to seek the position of Sergeant of Infantry or Sergeant of Artillery. Nomi- 
nations are held on the first Monday in May. Elections are held at the Second Regular Meeting 
in May along with other commissioned officers, six Sergeants of Infantry and six of Artillery are 
elected. 

The seniority of the Sergeants is determined by popular vote with the First Sergeant of Infan- 
try being the “Chairman” for the group. At the ceremonial Drumhead Election on June Day, 
on Boston Common, the new Sergeants assume their responsibilities as they receive their Es- 
pontoons and march off the Common to host their first hospitality event prior to the June Day 
banquet. 

The ensuing twelve months are filled with great activity; meetings, financial matters, social 
functions parades, the Fall Field Day Tour of Duty, funeral details and the Year Book. 

During the course of the year, relationships between the Sergeants establish bonds as close as 


brothers, which last the rest of their lives. 


Note: Being a Sergeant in the Ancient and Honorable Artillery perhaps was best described by 
LTC Jack Drummey: “Most men wouldn't take the job again for a million dollars...or trade the 


experience for two million.”

First Presidential Member of A.H.A.C. 


Member of the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company 


James Monroe 
The 5th President 


4 March 1817 to 4 March 1825 


He was a Virginian and succeeded Madison. He 
was the fourth President from Virginia. He had been 
Secretary of State and of War under Madison. His 
administration is known as the “era of good feelings.” 
There was no political strife, Upon re-election Monroe 
received all but one of the electoral votes cast. The dis- 
senting vote was cast by an elector from New Hampshire 
who declared that only Washington should have the 
honor of a unanimous election. 

James Monroe was born in Westmoreland County, 
Virginia, on 28 April 1758, In 1776 he enlisted in the 
Continental Army where he served with distinction. 
After the War he studied law and served in the Virginia 
Legislature; and, in 1790 he was elected to the United 
States Senate. He represented the United States in 
France, Spain and England. He negotiated the Louisiana 
Purchase. He was twice Governor of Virginia. Monroe 
married Elizabeth Kortwright of New York in 1786 and 
had two daughters. 

During the Monroe administration Florida was 
purchased from Spain. Agitation over the admission 
of Missouri as a slave state resulted in the Missouri 
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Compromise of 1820. His name has become inseparable 
associated with the famous political doctrine which 
denies to European nations the right to interfere with 
the existing governments in North and South America, 
or to colonize any part of the Americas. Known as the 
Monroe Doctrine, it was first expressed in his annual 
message of 1823 and has tremendously influenced our 
attitude toward South American countries and our 
whole foreign policy right up to the present time. 
When President Monroe visited Boston in 1817, he 
was received with great enthusiasm and was provided 
with a military escort. It was on this visit that President 
Monroe was enrolled a member of the A& HAC on 30 
June 1817 and was then elected an Honorary Member, 
the highest distinction which the Company can bestow. 
James Monroe retired to Virginia when he left the 
White House. Later he went to visit with a daughter in 
New York, where he died on 4 July 1831. He was the 
third President to die on the nation’s birthday. Burial in 
1831 was in New York but in 1858 his remains were 
removed with great pomp to Richmond, Virginia, and 


re-interred 5 July in the Hollywood Cemetery.

Chester Alan Arthur 


The 21st President 
20 September 1881 to 4 March 1885 


An assassin’s bullet ended the term of President 
Garfield and Vice President Chester Alan Arthur 
moved into the office of President on 20 September 
1881. When he retired in 1885 he had won respect for 
his administration. 

Chester Alan Arthur was born in Fairfield, Vermont, 
on 5 October 1830, the son of a Baptist minister. He 
graduated from Union College, taught school, and 
studied law. In 1854 he was admitted to the bar and 
began to practice in New York City. He married 
Ellen Lewis Herndon in 1859. He became prominent 
because of his success in two suits involving negroes. 
One was the “Lemmon Case” in which he secured a 
decision that a slave brought into New York in transit 
between two slaves states was free while in New York; 
the other decision was that negroes were entitled to the 
same privileges as white people on the street railways 
of New York City. During the Civil War Arthur served 
as quartermaster general of the state troops. He was 
appointed Collector of Customs for the Port of New 
York in 1871. 

He proved to be a capable Chief Executive and 
reversed his previous policy toward the Civil Service 
by signing the Pendleton Law for its reform in 1883. 
During his term of office the Tariff Act of 1883 was 
passed; the Southern Pacific, the Northern Pacific, 


and the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe railroads were 
completed; a treaty with Nicaragua was negotiated to 
permit us to construct a canal, railway and telegraph 
line across that country; a reciprocal trade treaty with 
Mexico was signed; and the Washington Monument 
was completed and on Saturday, 21 February BBE 
it was dedicated. On the occasion of this dedication, 
in General Philip H. Sheridan's Order, the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company was assigned 3s 
Honorary Escort to the President of the United States. 
The President tendered the entire Company @ TeceP- 
tion at the White House. 

In 1882, the Fall Field Day Tour of Dury was 
celebrated in Marshfield on account of the centennial 
celebration of the birthday of Daniel Webster. The 
Company had been invited to do escort duty t0 oF 
President of the United States. It was on the occasion 
of this pleasant duty that President Arthur was earalled 
a member of the A&HAC on 12 October 1g8?s a 
was then elected an Honorary Member, the higher 
distinction which the Company can bestow. 

When his term expired, President Arthur retire ; 
New York, where he lived less than two years, dying 
on 18 November 1886. Burial was in Rural Cemetery, 
Albany, New York.

Calvin Coolidge 
The 30th President 


3 August 1923 to 4 March 1929 


Vice President Calvin Coolidge moved into the 
office of President just before dawn on 3 August 1923, 
three hours after the news of President Harding's death 
reached him at Plymouth, Vermont, where he was visit- 
ing his father. The oath of office was administered there 
by his father, a justice of the peace and country store- 
keeper. 

A farmhouse in Plymouth, Vermont, was the birth- 
place of Calvin Coolidge on 4 July 1872 and his boy- 
hood and youth were spent there. He graduated from 
Amherst College, studied law and began to practice 
in Northampton, Massachusetts, In 1905 he married 
Grace Anna Goodhue of Burlington, Vermont. 

In Northampton he entered |ocal politics and later 
served in the Massachusetts House of Representatives 
and Senate. He became President of the Senate; was 
elected Lieutenant Governor and was Governor in 1919 
and again in 1920. In every official post he held, econ- 
omy and efficiency were the ideals to which he adhered. 
Governor Coolidge attained national prominence with 
his handling of the Boston Police Strike in 1919, and 
in 1920 at the Republican national convention he was 
nominated for the vice presidency of the United States. 
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When Calvin Coolidge took over the post vacated by 
President Harding's death, he continued to function in 
the calm, judicial way in which he had filled all previous 
offices. Economy was his watchword and he carried out 
his principle, worked for tax reduction and the retire- 
ment of national indebtedness. 

President Coolidge was nominated by the 
Republicans for a second term in 1924. His administra- 
tion was an era of prosperity in the United States and he 
was considered for a third term. However, on 2 August 
1927 President Coolidge announced, “I do not choose 
to run for President in 1928.” His decision was firm. 

As Governor of Massachusetts, Calvin Coolidge had 
been the Commander-in-Chief of the AK HAC. During 
his administration he won the high regard and admira- 
tion of all thoughtful men and women. He stood firmly 
for the principles our Company had advocated during 
its existence. For these reasons, President Coolidge was 
enrolled as a member of A&kHAC on 5 May 1924 and 
was then elected an Honorary Member. 

In 1929 President Coolidge retired to his home 
in Northampton, Massachusetts, where he died on 
3 January 1933. Burial was in Hillside Cemetery, 


Plymouth, Vermont.

John F. Kennedy 
The 35th President 


20 January 1961 to 22 November 1963 


John E Kennedy, at 43, was the youngest man ever 
elected President and was the first Roman Catholic to 
hold the office. He was born in Brookline, Massachusetts, 
on 29 May 1917, the second son in the large family of 
Joseph P. Kennedy and Rose Fitzgerald Kennedy, the 
daughter of a former Boston Mayor. He was graduated 
from Harvard in 1940, His senior thesis was published 
in the same year under the title, Why England Slept. 

In World War 11, Lieutenant Kennedy commanded 
a PT boat in the Pacific and for gallantry in action he 
received the Navy and Marine Corps Medal. He was 
elected to Congress in 1946 and to the United States 
Senate in 1952. He was re-elected to the Senate in 1958. 
He was married in 1953 to Jacqueline Lee Bouvier of 
New York. In 1955 he wrote his Pulitzer Prize-winning 
best seller, Profiles in Courage. 

He began his Administration by calling for a “New 
Frontier” and asked for immediate action on many 
social and economic problems. The New Frontier 
brought youth and excitement, tone and style to the 
White House and Kennedy's warm, vigorous public 


image was as well known abroad as here at home. 


President Kennedy established the Peace Corps 
and in Southeast Asia he negotiated a truce in Laos 
and increased American aid to fight the Vietnamese 
Communists. 

During his term, the East Germans aggravated - 
Berlin situation by constructing 2 wall across the city 
in August 1961 to hale the flow of refugees to the — 
In 1962 aerial reconnaissance showed missiles and war- 
planes in Cuba capable of attacking much of the U.S. 
and South America. Kennedy ordered a naval blockade 
of the island to prevent further arms shipments. 

On 22 November 1963 President Kennedy was shot 
twice as his motorcade paraded through the str 
Dallas, Texas. The President died within an hour. The 
accused assassin, Lee Harvey Oswald, was captured si 
same day, but was himself shot and killed before he 
could be brought to trial. 

John F. Kennedy was enrolled a member of 
A&HAC on 16 April 1956 and was elected an Honorary 
Member on 3 April 1961.

Private George Henry Maynard 


Battle of Fredericksburg, Virginia 
13 December 1862 


“A wounded and helpless comrade, having been left on the skirmish line, this 
soldier voluntarily returned to the front line under a severe fire and carried the 
wounded man to a place of safety.” 

George Henry Maynard, born in Waltham, Massachusetts, 2 February 1836, 
enlisted as a private in the 13th Massachusetts Infantry and was assigned to 
Company D. He distinguished himself at the Battle of Antictam, when on 17 
September 1862, while under fire, he carried two wounded comrades from the fir- 
ing line to a rear area and then returned to the firing line. 

In January 1864, he was commissioned as a Captain in the 82nd Regiment of 
U.S. Colored Infantry. He was promoted to Brevet Major on 13 March 1865, for 
distinguished and meritorious service, and was mustered out on 10 September of 
the following year. 

Major Maynard served the A&HAC as I st Sergeant of Infantry in 1879 and 
then as 4th Sergeant in 1887. He died in Waltham, Massachusetts, 26 December 
1927, at the age of 91 years,

Corporal Lowell Mason Maxham 


Battle of Marye’s Heights, Virginia 
3 May 1863 


This soldier, though severely wounded and in the face of a deadly fire from the 
enemy at close range, hearing a call to retreat, rallied the colors, rushed bravely forward, 
and was the first to enter the enemy’s works on the crest of Marye's Heights, Virginia, 
and helped plant his regimental colors there.” 

Lowell Mason Maxham, born in South Carver, Massachusetts, 6 December 
1841, was assigned as a Private in Company F of the 7th Massachusetts Infantry. As 
a Corporal he fought through the Peninsular Campaign of 1862- at Antietam and 
Fredericksburg- and then the Chancelorsville Campaign the next year, including the 
Battle of Marye’s Heights. Immediately after this victory, lines were reformed. Maxham 
was called before his regiment and promoted to Color Sergeant. Not realizing how 
badly Maxham was wounded, the commander placed the colors in his charge. Maxham 
took the flag into the second battle of the day at Salem Heights where he was again 
wounded and carried from the battlefield disabled for life. He was discharged from 
the service by reason of wounds on 18 August 1863. 

Corporal Maxham served the A&HAC as 3rd Sergeant of Infantry in 1891. He 
died in Boston Massachusetts, 13 February 1931, at the age of 89 years.

Francis Snow Hasseltine 


Colonel Francis Snow Hasseltine 
Matagorda Bay, Texas, 


29 and 30 December 1863 


“In command of a detachment of 100 men, he conducted a reconnaissance 
for two days, baffling and beating back an attacking force of more than 1,000 
Confederates, and regained his transport without loss.” 

Francis Snow Hasseltine, born in Bangor, Maine, 10 December 1833, was a 
member of the 13th Maine Infantry. He was a lawyer by profession. In Volume I of 
Civil War Papers published by the Loyal Legion in 1893, an article appears written 
by Colonel Hasseltine entitled, “Amusing The Enemy.” He vividly described the 
action at Matagorda Bay but modestly omitted the fact that he was awarded the 
nation’s highest military decoration. 

Colonel Hasseltine served as a member of the AKHAC for many years before 


his death in Newtonville, Massachusetts, 17 February 1916, at the age of 83 years.

First Lieutenant Gardner Chandler Hawkins 
The Battle of Petersburg, Virginia 


2 April 1865 


“When the lines were wavering from the well directed fire of the enemy, this 
officer, acting Adjutant of the regiment, sprang forward, and with encouraging 
works cheered the soldiers on, and although desperately wounded, refused to leave 
the field until the enemy’s works were taken.” 

Gardner Chandler Hawkins, born in Pomfret, Vermont, in 1846, joined 
Company E 3rd Vermont Infantry and rose to the rank of First Lieutenant. His 
battle citations were numerous. He won the Medal of Honor during the last desper- 
ate days of the War. The wound he received resulted in the loss of an eye. 

In 1894, he earned the rank of Colonel by serving on the Military Staff of 
His Excellency Frederic T. Greenhalge, Governor of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts and Commander-in-Chief of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
of Massachusetts. 

Colonel Hawkins served as a member of the A&HAC for many years before his 
death in Winthrop, Massachusetts, 13 December 1913, at the age of 67 years.

Captain George Levick Street, II 
Harbor of Qualpart Island, off Korea 


14 April 1945 


“For conspicuous gallantry and intrepidity at the 
risk of his life above and beyond the call of duty as 
Commanding Officer of the U.S.S. TIRANTE dur- 
ing the First War Patrol of that vessel against enemy 
Japanese surface forces in the Harbor of Qualpart 
Island, off the Coast of Korea, on April 14, 1945, 
With the crew at surface battle stations, Commander 
(then Lieutenant Commander) Street approached the 
hostile anchorage from the south within 1200 yards 
of the coast to complete a reconnoitering circuit of the 
island. Leaving the ten-fathom curve far behind, he 
penetrated the mined and shoal obstructed waters of 
the restricted harbor despite numerous patrolling ves- 
sels and in defiance of five shore-based radar stations 
and menacing aircraft. Prepared to fight it out on the 
surface if attacked, Commander Street went into action, 
sending two torpedoes with deadly accuracy into a large 
Japanese ammunition ship and exploding the target in 
a mountainous and blinding glare of white flame. With 
the TIRANTE instantly spotted by the enemy as she 
stood out plainly in the flare of light, he ordered the 
Torpedo Data Computer set up while retiring and fired 
his last two torpedoes to disintegrate in quick succession 
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the leading frigate and a similar flanking vessel. Clearing 
the gutted harbor at emergency full speed ahead, he 
slipped undetected along the shoreline, diving deep as 
a pursuing patrol dropped a pattern of depth charges 
at the point of submergence. His illustrious record of 
combat achievement during the First War Patrol of the 
TIRANTE characterizes Commander Street as a daring 
and skilled leader and reflects the highest credit upon his 
valiant command and the United States Naval Service.” 

George Levick Street, HII born in Richmond, Virginia 
27 July 1913 graduated from the Naval Academy in 
1937 and was commissioned an Ensign in June of 
that year. Besides the Congressional Medal Of Honor, 
he is the holder of the Navy Cross, ‘Two Silver Stars, 
Presidential Unit Citation, and the Submarine Combat 
Insignia, all awarded for a series of submarine patrols 
against the Japanese commencing in early 1942. 

Captain Street was enrolled as a member of the 
A&HAC, 27 September 1982. He thus became the fifth 
member to have received the nation’s highest military 
honor. 

Captain Street served 20 years as a member of A 
& HAC until his death in Andover, Massachusetts, 26 
February 2000 at the age of 87 years.

Captain Thomas Jerome Hudner, Jr. 


Chosen Reservoir Area of Korea 
4 December 1950 


“For conspicuous gallantry and intrepidity at the risk 
of his life above and beyond the call of duty as a pilot 
in Fighter Squadron 32, while attempting to rescue a 
squadron mate whose plane struck by antiaircraft fire 
and trailing smoke, was forced down behind enemy 
lines. Quickly maneuvering to circle the downed pilot 
and protect him from enemy troops infesting the area, 
Lt. (jg.) Hudner risked his life to save the injured flier 
who was trapped alive in the burning wreckage. Fully 
aware of the extreme danger in landing on the rough 
mountainous terrain, and the scant hope of escape or 
survival in subzero temperature, he put his plane down 
skillfully in a deliberate wheels-up landing in the pres- 
ence of enemy troops. With his bare hands, he packed 


the fuselage with snow to keep the flames away from the 


pilot and struggled to pull him to his crashed aircraft 
and radioed other airborne planes, requesting that a heli- 
copter be dispatched with an axe and fire extinguisher.

Sergeant Charles A. MacGillivary 


Woelfling, France 
I January 1945 


“Sergeant MacGillivary led a squad near Woelfling, 
France on I January 1945 when his unit moved forward 
in darkness to meet the threat of a breakthrough by ele- 
ments of the 17th German Panzer Grenadier Division. 
Assigned to protect the left flank, he discovered hostile 
troops digging in. As he reported this information, 
several German machine guns opened fire, stopping the 

American advance. Knowing the Position of the enemy, 
Sergeant MacGillivary volunteered to knock out one 
of the guns while another company closed in from the 
right to assault the remaining strong points. He circled 
to the left through woods and snow, carefully worked 
his way to the emplacement and shot the two camou- 
flaged gunners at a range of three feet, as other enemy 
forces withdrew. Early in the afternoon of the same day, 
Sergeant MacGillivary was dispatched on reconnais- 
sance and found that Company I was being opposed 
by about six machine guns reinforcing a company of 
fanatically fighting Germans. His unit began an attack 
but was pinned down by furious automatic and small 
arms fire. With a clear idea of where the enemy guns 
were placed, he voluntarily embarked on a lone combat 
patrol. Skillfully taking advantage of all available cover,

he stalked the enemy, reached a hostile machine gun 
and blasted its crew with a grenade. He picked up a 
sub-machine gun from the battlefield and pressed an 
to within ten yards of another machine gun, where the 
enemy crew discovered him and feverishly tried to swing 
their weapon into line to cut him down. He charged 
ahead, jumped into the midst of the Germans and killed 
them with several bursts. Without hesitation, he moved 
on to still another machine gun, creeping, crawling 
and rushing from tree to tree, until close enough to 
toss a grenade into the emplacement and close with its 
defenders. His dispatched this crew also, but was himself 
seriously wounded. Through his indomitable fighting 
spirit, great initiative and utter disregard for personal 
safety in the face of powerful enemy resistance, Sergeant 
MacGillivary destroyed four hostile machine guns, and 
immeasurably helped his company to continue on its 
mission with minimum casualties.” 

Sergeant Charles A. MacGillivary was enrolled as 
a member of the AKHAC on G April 1992. He thus 
became the seventh member to have received the nation’s 


highest military honor.

Captain Thomas Gunning Kelley 


“For conspicuous gallancry and intrepidity at the 
tisk of his life above and beyond the call of duty in 
the afternoon while serving as commander of River 
Assault Division 152 during combat operations against 
enemy aggressor forces. Lieutenant Commander (then 
Lt.) Kelley was in charge of a column of 8 river assault 
craft which were extracting 1 company of U. S. Army 
infantry troops on the east bank of the Ong Muong 
Canal in Kien Hoa Province, when I of the armored 
troop carriers reported a mechanical failure of a loading 
ramp. At approximately the same time, Viet Cong forces 
opened fire from the opposite bank of the canal. After 
issuing orders for the crippled troop carrier to raise its 
ramp manually and for the remaining boats to form a 
protective cordon around the disabled craft, Lieutenant 
Commander Kelley realizing the extreme danger to his 
column and its inability co clear the ambush site until 
the crippled unit was repaired, boldly maneuvered the 
monitor in which he was embarked to the exposed side of 
the protective cordon in direct line with the enemy’s fire, 
and ordered the monitor to commence firing. Suddenly 


an enemy rocket scored a direct hit on the coxswains 


flat, the shell penetrating the thick armor plate, and the 
explosion spraying shrapnel in all directions. Sustaining 
serious head wounds from the blast, which hurled him 
to the deck of the monitor, Lieutenant Commander 
Kelley disregarded his severe injuries and attempted to 
continue directing the other boats. Although unable to 
move from the deck or to speak clearly into the radio, 
he succeeded in relaying his commands through one of 
his men until the enemy attack was silenced and the 
boats were able to move to an area of safety Lieutenant 
Commander Kelley's brilliant leadership, bold initiative, 
and resolute determination served to inspire fis ed 
and provide the impetus needed to carry out the ia 
sion after he was medically evacuated by helicoprer. His 
extraordinary courage under fire, and his selfless devo- 
tion to duty sustain and enhance the finest traditions of 
the U S. Naval Service.”

Chartered in 1638 
The First Military Company Chartered in the Western Hemisphere 


As the settlements, which followed the landing at Plymouth increased and spread, there 
was no organized military force for protection against the Indians. So-called “Train Bands” were 
formed in different settlements but these were only local volunteer companies and there was no 
joint action or centralized authority. Thus the subject of adequate military protection soon be- 
came a matter of serious consideration. Many of the settlers had been members in England, of the 
Honourable Artillery Company at London (organized and chartered in 1527) and it was natural 
that the military training they had received in that Company should lead them to form a similar 
organization in the new country. In 1637 a Company was formed for instruction in discipline and 


tactics, and that year Governor Winthrop was petitioned for a Charter. He refused the request 


because he feared the establishment of a military force, which might overthrow the civil power. 


However, the Governor finally granted a Charter in March, 1638, and on the first Monday in 
June following, an election of Officers was held on Boston Common. The Common then being an 
open field leading down to the Charles River. The most convenient place to cast the ballots was on 
the head of the drum, which was placed in front of the Company. Since that time, the Company 
has maintained the tradition of holding their annual elections on the Boston Common on the first 
Monday in June by casting the votes on the Drum Head. 

The first Captain Commanding of the Company was Robert Keayne, whose home was on 
the corner of State and Washington Street. Keayne had been a member of the Honourable Artil- 
lery Company of London. Upon his death he left, in his will to the Town of Boston, the land at the 
head of State Street for a Town House; together with money to build it, providing however, that 
“the Military Company of Massachusetts” should have a room in the Town House for an Armory. 
This is the land on which the old State House now stands, the gift of which was accepted by the 
Town of Boston. 


Since 1746, the Company Armory has been the upper floor of Faneuil Hall - an historic 


citadel known to all Americans, In its Armory, the Company maintains a Military Museum and 


Library, which is without equal in the United States. There are relics of every war in which this 


ACUNT Ay, 


Country has engaged in, since its settlement. Many of these are Museum pieces and have been 
on display at various time in the Boston Museum of Fine Arts. On the risers of the thirteen steps 
which lead up to the Headquarters room of the Company, commemorated in bronze plates, are 
the names of the thirteen States in the order in which they accepted the Constitution and their re- 
spective state flag is placed on the respective step. Around the walls of the Armory are the portraits 
of most of the Captains who have commanded the Company since 1638 to the present day. The 
Armory is open to the public daily, and many thousands of visitors from every part of the country 
and many from abroad, are registered every year in the Guest Book. The position of the members 
of the Company in the social, civil and military life of the Colony indicates the respect which peo- 
ple entertained for the Company as well as the ability and prominence of its members. They were 
first in organizing churches and supporting them, they were prominent in framing and also in ad- 
ministering the laws of the Colony; they were foremost in the introduction of manufacturing and 
the extension of trade in Boston. They were the chief military minds of the Colony and among the 
first in its defense. Many of them were public benefactors contributing somewhat of their wealth 
to education, religion and charity. The members of the Company trod the fields of every battlefield 
of New England; they fought for freedom on foreign soil; they judged the courts; they pleaded 
at the bar; they instituted town government and levelled forests; they were active in settling the 
towns of the frontier. Nine tenths of the Company were loyal to the Colonies in the Revolution, 
and by their experience in the Ancient and Honourable Artillery Company they served on every 
battlefield where the banner of Massachusetts waved, from Bunker Hill and Bennington, through 
Valley Forge to Yorktown. This is che Company that Washington knew, that Franklin saw march 
through the streets of Boston, that John Adams and John Quincy Adams visited; that has had eight 
members who received our nation’s highest military decoration - the Medal of Honor - and has 
had four of its members serve in the world’s most important office, President of the United States, 
President James Monroe, Chester Alan Arthur, Calvin Coolidge and John F. Kennedy; the same 


Company which has always stood for, and always will stand for, the best in citizenship. 
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Tue HonNorABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY 


In 1537 Henry VIII formed the company by Letters Patent from an already existing 
Guild of St. George charging it to attend to the Better Defense of the Realm and encouraging 
it to exercise in handling bows and handguns. The Company trained in the fields of Finsbury 
and built the centre part of Armoury House in 1735, adding the wings in 1828. From the 16th 
to the 18th Century the Company trained all the officers of the Trained Bands of the City and 
the Company’s other principal-was maintaining law and order on the streets on behalf of the 
Corporation, before the formation of a police force. The word “Artillery” in its title is misleading 
since in the early days the word meant no more than a projectile weapon and the Company was 
solely infantry for its first 250 years. After distinguished service in the Gordon Riots in 1780 the 
Corporation presented the Company with two brass cannons, the barrels of which still stand on 
the stairs in Armoury House, as a reward for their good service. From this time until 1973 the 
Company had the unique distinction of providing Infantry and Artillery units wearing the same 
cap badge. Although members of the Company fought in various wars as individuals, and indeed 
one, Robert Keayne, an early emigrant to the United States, founded The Military Company 
of the Massachusetts in 1638, the Company’s first formed body deployed on operations was in 
1900 in the South African War as part of the City Imperial Volunteers 
When the Territorial Army was formed at the beginning of this Century, the HAC’s 
Military Unit became part of it but the HAC’s traditional rights and privileges were preserved 
by an Act of Parliament in 1908 guaranteeing its independence. In both World Wars the HAC 
provided not only its own Infantry and Artillery Units in the frontline but also on each occasion 
4,000 officers for other units of the British Army. Today, the Company has 2,400 members of 
whom 400 are serving in the Military Unit. All the rest have military experience as an essential 
qualification for membership. The Military Unit has a challenging role as part of NATO's Rapid 
Reaction Corps with the task of providing small patrols in the forward battle area to acquire 
intelligence and control long range weapons. The Military Unit also provides Guards of Honour 
in the City and fires the Salutes at the Tower of London. The Company of Pikemen and Muske- 
teers, who provide the Lord Mayor's Bodyguard, contribute greatly to the ceremonial life of the 
City and the HAC also has a Light Cavalry Unit which keeps alive the skills of military equita- 
tion and takes part in ceremonial functions. The old tradition of policing the streets of London 
is maintained by the HAC’s own Detachment of Special Constables in the Metropolitan Police. 
With its historic House and unique area of playing fields, the HAC plays a special part in the life 
of the City and sponsors many unusual and diverse activities. Cricket has been played here since 
1725 and the first ever balloon flight in the United Kingdom was that of Mr. Vincent Lunardi 
who took off from our Grounds in 1784. 


Orders for the Military Company, made by the Governor & Counsell 
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CAPTAIN COMMANDING ROBERT KEAYNE 


Robert Keayne was born in Windsor, England, 1595. His father John Keayne, was a 
butcher, but Robert's interest moved him toward a career in merchant tailoring. He moved to 
London and served his apprenticeship until admitted to membership of the Merchant Tailor 
Corporation of 1615. He joined the Honourable Artillery Company of London in 1623. He 
emigrated to Boston, via the ship “Defence”, in 1635, at which time he was 40 years of age. He 
established his home and his workrooms at the southeast corner of today’s State and Washington 
Streets and began to prosper far beyond the average of his fellow colonist, In consequence, he 
engendered the spiteful resentment of the ruling clergy in town, a thoroughly common experi- 
ence at time. Such was the tyranny of the churches in Boston and in the environs that hundreds 
of spirited settlers led to establish homesteads and farms in remote parts of New England. There 
might well be hostile Indians and dangerous animals as well, but these considerations were enor- 
mously outweighed by the fact that the harsh and dictatorial Seven Ministers” were not out there 
in the wilderness. As Robert Keayne’s worldly estate grew, so did the Ministerial envy, finally 
culminating in an investigation by the General Court. 

First, it was felt that, inasmuch as “he was a professor of religion” he should not strive 
to make money. Secondly, inasmuch as “he was a man eminent ability” he should not strive to 
make money. Thirdly, inasmuch as “he was already wealthy and had but one childe” he should 
not strive to make money. Fourthly, inasmuch as “he came over for conscience’sake” he should 
not strive to make money. Fifthly, inasmuch as “he had already been warned by church-elders 
against money making and promised with tears no to do so” he should earnestly lock his till 
against the shillings. Wherefore, since he still grew richer, he should be fined 200 Pounds, an 
enormous penalty for the times. He actually paid fines of 80 Pounds. The church summoned 
the culprit and after lengthy debate finally decided to merely admonish Captain Keayne. Ke- 
ayne was a most popular man in Boston and had been lavishly generous with his wealth, giv- 
ing money to young Harvard College, to Boston Public School, toward a public market and a 
“granere”, toward a Towne House, toward waterworks, to the Church, to the ministers, t refresh 
the elderly, to aid his military Company, toward a library, to his servants and workmen, the list 
grows tedious. His was undoubtedly Boston's greatest philanthropist in his time. Many tales are 
told of his shrewd business acumen. His lengthy (53 pager, 5 1,000 words) Will made further 
donations to many of his earlier beneficiaries and in addition, the land for the Towne House plus 
300 Pounds towards his construction. His will also specified that a room should be set aside, 
in the Town House, to shelter the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, and, moreover, 
contained wise, far-seeing counsel to the Company and its posterity. Captain died in 1655 and is 
buried in King’s Chapel Burying Ground.

The tablet (bronze plaque) on each riser running from bottom to top indicates the date 


which the States ratified the Constitution. 


Monday, 17 May 1937, the dedication of these plaques took place and was designated as 


“The Stairway of the Constitution. 


May of 1968, Captain Ralph De Stefano arranged for and had installed the flag respec- 
tive State in place on each step. In 1992 the flags were replaced at the time restoration and 


renewal of the Museum/Armory.

A Sergeant History 
While being a Sergeant is both a great deal of work and a great deal of joy (especially after the year is over), 
it is also an expensive proposition both in time and money. The Sergeants must raise moncy during the 
year to sponsor events like Toys for Tots, provide gifts for the FFDTD trip attendees, send Sergeants on 
the FFDTD Pre-Trip to arrange banquets and events, and to sponsor other events throughout the year. 
Sergeants have been creative throughout the years and in addition to their regular events, many “firsts” 
have been established by past Sergeants which have been carried forward to this day. 


Sergeant Firsts... 

Speaking of “firsts”, past First Sergeant of Infantry 1972-1973 Jack Drummey recalls “when the Marine 
Corps announced in the fall of 72 that they were starting a collection called “Toys for Tors’, several of 
the Sergeants recalling their days of WW II, Korea, and ‘Nam service in the Corp wanted to have the 
Ancients help out. We announced the Toys for Tots and purchased a big tree for the Hall to put the toys 


under, The Marine Reserves were pleased with the announcement flyer by 18° SGT ‘Drum’. The twelve 
Sergeants talked it up.” 


Toys for Tots, The Beginning... 

“When the night came there were only a few Ancients there, and some of them didn’t bring toys! We 
thought we had a bomb. Then the members, late for whatever reason started to come in. Some with two 
or three gifts! The room crowded up and you could hardly see the tree for all of the toys. The Corps 
‘gyrenes’ there said it was the biggest yer! ‘Semper Fi’ to the AHAC!” From First SGT Drummey’s humble 
beginning in 1972, Toys for Tots has become a Sergeants’ staple event to this day and will certainly be a 
premier Sergeants’ event for many more years to come. First Sergeant “Drum” and the gang from ‘72/73 
were also the originators of what has become today’s Sergeants’ Yearbook. Before then, the yearbook was 
little more than a roster of the company and a brief listing of the year’s events. The Sergeants 1972/73 
began greatly expanding the yearbook with articles (“You're Not an Ancient..., Company History), photos, 
and memories of the year to make the Yearbook a treasured keepsake. Later, the Yearbook was expanded 
even further with advertisements, more articles, and more photos until it has become a major event of its 
own which the Sergeants work on throughout the year. 


A Night at the Pops 

Another first was started by the Sergeants 1981-1982. Long before this group of Sergeants were voted in, 
they met and made the decision to combine two great Boston traditions to kick off their year’s program. 
Thus the first “Ancient’s Night at the Pops” came into being. It wasn’t easy, since they had to guarantee 
selling out the entire orchestra seats and tables. This required up front money in the thousands! So they 


all dug deep and made the commitment. 


On that night, every seat was sold and occupied. The Pops played a program dedicated to the Ancients. 
The 1981-82 Sergeants in mess dress passed out roses to all the female guests. There was an on stage 
presentation by First Sergeant Phil DePasquale and Jerry McCarthy to John Williams, director of the Pops. 
The evening ended in the Symphony Hall annex with a collation of wine and snacks. Many members of 
the Pops orchestra joined the Ancients for this marvelous function. 


The Sergeants.. 

Who were these guys? In addition to First Sergeant of Infantry DePasquale and First Sergeant of Artillery 
McCarthy, others were Al Petrulis, Fred Messaro, Charlie Martin, Bob Danner, Mike McNally, Jim Kirley 
and their fallen and missed comrades the late Arthur Nashawaty PC, Larry Warner, Joe Keller, Red Downs, 
and Lenny Voce. Although this has not become an annual event, it has been done by other Sergeants 


groups since including most recently by the Millennium Sergeants 1999-2000. 


More Firsts.. 

Other Sergeants “firsts” include the first Grand $10,000 Raffle which was initially a free FFDTD trip and 
was later expanded to a $10,000 cash prize. The initial Raffle was believed to be the brain child of John 
Mastromarino and the 1994-1995 Sergeants. First Sergeant Randy White and the 1993-1994 Sergeants 
conceived the June Day VIP which has been greatly expanded in recent years to include special privileges 
and gifts to those who help out the Sergeants financially at the beginning of their year. The 1997-1998 
Sergeants initiated an Ancient’s Night at Fenway Park which has been carried on not every year but by 
other Sergeants groups since. This seems to be more popular when the Red Sox are winning! No surprise 


there. 


There have been many more “firsts” throughout the years and the Sergeants have always worked hard to 
give the Company the many traditions which have endured for so long as “Sergeants’ events.” Along with 
Toys For Tots Night and special events as noted, the Sergeants also host a June Day Reception, 4 aa 
Day Outing, a Bon Voyage Party before the FFDTD trip, a hospitality suite every evening on the fall trip, 
at least two banquets during the trip, a Farewell Party in the spring to end their year, and of course, the 


Sergeants’ Yearbook. 


The Backbone; The Sergeants! 
The Captain Commanding is certainly the head of our Company, but the twelve Sergeants are its backbone 
helping it to stand tall throughout the year. To all past Sergeants who have performed their duties well, and 


to those future Sergeants yet to serve, the Company thanks you. Hail to the Sergeants!

The well known phrase, “You're not an Ancient until you've been a sergeant” is, of 
course, an exaggeration, but, as with many hyperboles, in it there rings some truth. 

The Sergeants ARE the backbone of the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Co. of 
Massachusetts. They are “on duty” during most of their twelve months... more so than 
most members realize. 

Since the chartering of the Company we have had Sergeants holding office. Six 
Infantry and six Artillery elected by the membership. 

In March of each year the call goes out for those who wish to submit their names 
for this coveted office, Any member is eligible to run who has been in the Company 
two or more years. Realistically, there should be a thorough briefing of the candidates to 
strongly impress upon them the rigors and responsibilities of this position. It is no place 
for a man who just wants to be recognized. 

The Sergeants are elected in May along with other Officers and assume their 
first assignment on June Day. Last in the Parade leaving Faneuil Hall, they take their 
Espontoons on the Common and lead their units to the hotel. Prior to the June Day 
Banquet they provide hospitality and entertainment and have “open house” afterwards. 

Meeting as a body, they elect their own officers. The First Sergeant of Infantry is the 
“First Sergeant” and is customarily President. The First Sergeant of Artillery is usually 
elected Vice President. A Secretary may or may not be elected, but a very key position 
is Treasurer, he runs the “books”. The Sergeants traditionally make a financial contribu- 


tion to provide an initial operating budget. 
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The Sergeants have a definite social calendar which includes a Summer Outing, a 
Bon Voyage Party prior to the Fall Field Tour, a Christmas Party, A Winter Party and a 
Farewell Party in May, where they make a gift to the members and guests attending. 

In addition, the Sergeants run at least two parties during the Fall Field Tour, includ- 
ing giving commemorative gifts. 

At parade functions, such as the Fourth of July, the review of the Mass. Military 
Academy, Patriots Day and others, the Sergeants are there in a body. At the funeral of 
each Ancient who passes away during the year, the Sergeants also attend as part of the 
Honor Guard. 

At the graduation ceremonies of the Mass. Military Academy, the Sergeants make a 
gift of a dress uniform to the “outstanding cadet.” 

All regular meetings of the Company will witness the Sergeants at their tradi- 
tional places along the walls of the Armory, assisting wherever possible. Should either 
Lieutenant be unable to take this position in front of the Company, the First Sergeant 
assumes a place at the Captain's table. 

The Sergeants have their own Quarters with lockers at the far right of the Armory 
and this area is “off limits” to all non-officer personnel except these twelve men. 

It would be a conservative guess that the Sergeants during any typical year would 
meet independently at least twentyfive times for their deliberations. 

This Yearbook you are reading is a major project of the Sergeants and entails many; 
many hours of work and planning. 

As the Sergeants assemble around the “Drumhead: to count the ballots for the elec- 
tion of new Officers, there is naturally a healthy mixture of relief, nostalgia, and pride. 
And, of course, close comradeship with each other. Here are twelve men of diverse 
backgrounds, military service, 
occupations, and inclinations 
who, over twelve months, 
develop into a close-knit 
cohesive unit, each man con- 
tributing as he can.

CoMPANY 


‘The company was chartered in 1638 by the Great and General Court of Massachusetts Bay 
colony. Its Headquarters and Armory have been here in Faneuil Hall since 1746. 

Facing you at the west end of the Armory is the Great Seal of the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts. Commissioned in 1897, it is made of one piece of wood and measures seven feet in 
height and is five feet wide. The Indian (Massasoit) has a slightly different stance in the modern 
Seal. 

The portraits that go around the upper walls are past Commanders of The Ancient & Honor- 
able. Starting on the left end of the room they are in chronological order. The “thing” hanging 
around their neck is called a gorget, the symbol of the Commanding Officer. In the days of ar- 
mor it was the large collar that connected the breast plate to the helmet. An exhibit of the gorget 
is to your right. 

In 1899 the Armory was expanded from thirty feet to the present forty-eight feet. To cel- 
ebrate this, the Ancients commissioned five Boston artists to paint thirteen historical paintings. 
All were painted between 1901 and 1903. The series starts on your right. No - “Washington 
Crossing the Delaware” is not the original; that is in the Metropolitan Museum in New York. 

The painting on the west wall called “The First Muster” depicts the Ancients on Boston 
Common in 1638. A Drum Head Election of Officers took place and has been repeated 
every year since. 

The stairway to the commander's quarters has thirteen steps. The name plates are in the 
order of that State's ratification of the Constitution. Delaware first and Rhode Island last. 

The flags represent each State. 
Flags on the walls are as follows: 
On the right, the Cross of St. George to the Star Spangled Banner tells the story of the 
United States flag. 
On your left are the flags of the Colonial and Revolutionary War period. 
The Ancients still meet here from one to four times a month. 


The objects in the Museum Room are memories of the Ancients over the years.

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THE JuNE Day SERMON AHAC 


St Paul’s Cathedral Boston MA 
5 June 2006 
Chaplain (Brigadier General) 
Robert M. Durkee D.D. 


Last year in our June Day Service, we remembered a calamitous event that took place in the North 
Atlantic during the Second World War. A convoy of Allied ships was struck by a wolf pack of German 
submarines. One of those ships, the USS Dorchester, had 930 men aboard. The last recollection was 
that of the four chaplains aboard, a priest, a Methodist minister, a rabbi and a Dutch Reformed pastor, 
locked arm in arm in prayer and singing hymns. Each had given up his life jacket to soldiers who were 
without any. 


Since the chartering of our company under Capt. Robert Keane, chaplains have had a vital role. In 
recent times, they have all served on active duty. In every instance, they have been a team, as priests, 
ministers, and rabbis, as exemplified by the Four Chaplains on the USS Dorchester. Unlike ministries 
in civilian life, chaplains are called to support persons of all faiths, regardless of their denominational 
differences. Military padres are committed to serve the religious needs of each individual in the com- 
mand. 


Let me give an example. 


For many years, a part of my responsibility was to conduct chaplain conferences, both in the Com- 


monwealth and at Ft Meade, Ist Army Headquarters. 


On one occasion, | asked my good friend, COL Rabbi Lieberman, to conduct the next day's devotion. 
I knew Al to be a good story teller with a great sense of humor. He began the morning with prayers 
and then announced his passage of Scripture. Unexpectedly, to those of us who are Christians, it was 
from the New Testament. Rather than selecting a text in the Bible from King Solomon of the Prophets 
or Psalms, the passage he chose was from the Gospel of St. Luke. It was, “The Parable of the Prodigal 


Son”. 


I wondered, “Where is he going with this? He’s on our playing field.” As a rabbi, he should be preach- 
ing from the Old Testament. Here he was, expounding on the words of Jesus in the New Testament. ; 
With a twinkle in his eye, my rabbinical friend read the entire passage beautifully. Then, he proceede 
to offer a meditation on it. 


I'm sure you rem e story. It goes like this. “A certain man had two sons. The younger one said 
y' ember y: 4s few 
to his father, ‘Father, give me my share of the property’. So he divided his estate between them. A te 
ays later the yo turned the whole of his share into cash and left home for a distant country, 
y younger son ae 
aa ones 
where he squandered ir in dissolute living”. The more traditional translation, “he squandered it in 
riotous living”. 


Then, I began to understand where Chaplain Lieberman was going. Sometimes, when Jesus spoke to 
those gathered around him, they called him rabbi, meaning teacher. Rather than delivering a theo- 
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logical lecture, Jesus told parables, stories about God, about faith and about stewardship. Here was a 
military chaplain, a rabbi, repeating a story of a Galilean teacher - rabbi who lived 2000 years ago. 


So what happened to the younger son, the spoiled brat, who couldn't wait for his father to die so he 
could have it all? The boy doesn’t have enough to eat, and ends up picking out scraps of food that he 
is feeding to the pigs....a rather ignominious task for a young Jewish lad. He realized that he wants to 
go home. He wants to plead for his father’s mercy, and to beg for work as a hired hand. ‘The misery he 
was enduring was unbearable. 


But that is not the end of the parable. 


Act two. The second son comes back from the field and learns that a party is going on. He is told 
that his younger brother has returned. How do you suppose that makes the older brother feel? He is 
outraged! To put it in today’s parlance, “he flipped”. 


Listen, as the story continues. 


After he heard the music and dancing, “The servant told him, ‘Your brother has come home, and your 
father has killed the fatted calf because he has returned safe and sound. But the older brother was an- 
gry and refused to go in. His father came out and pleaded with him, but he retorted, you know I have 
slaved for you all these years, yet you never gave me so much as a kid to celebrate with my friends. But 
now that this son of yours turns up, after running through your money with his women, you kill the 


fatted calf for him’”. 


So there you have it. A spoiled son who wants his inheritance before his father dies, and a priggish 

older brother, who is bitter because he thinks he is being ripped off. It’s the same situation that we 
might hear from Dr. Phil on his TV program, listening to family problems. When Jesus first told that 
story, in the Galilean hills, and when my friend retold it at the Chaplain’s Conference many years later, 
they hoped that the listener would understand its true meaning. 


If we were following the format of the Da Vinci Code, we would see the obvious clues. We would be 
able to understand the hidden message. The Da Vinci Code, as you know, is not really about DaVinci. 
Ir’s not even about scripture. It’s a work of fiction about solving a mystery. 


You will not find those clues with either of the sons in the Parable. Like us, they are merely supporting 
actors upon the stage of human emotions. That’s why we relate to them. But the boys arc supporting 


characters. 

The clue to this mystery is in the first line of the parable. Jesus begins with the words, “A certain man 
has two sons...” The certain man in the story is intended to represent God? And what kind of God? 
We find the answer to that as we learn about his two sons. Quite simply, He is a loving father. He ac- 


cepts each of his sons for what they are. And most importantly, he gives them both free reign. They are 
able to pick and choose as they will. In short, the main character in this parable is the one Jesus calls 


Father. “Abba.” 
Just as it was crue for those who first listened to it, we learn that God, our Father loves each one of us 


with a passion. He will do almost anything to bring us home. 


Many years ago, when I was a seminarian, I listened to a beloved professor preach on this text. He 
described the younger son coming home after wasting his inheritance. Then, he read the report of the 
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father running to mect him. I remember what he said next. “This is the only time I know in the Scrip- 
ture where God runs toward us to meet us”. Imagine, he said, God running...and toward us. Both of 
the sons in the parable knew that they could count on the unconditional love of the father. It is the 
purpose of God to redeem all his sons and daughters to eternal life. No one was meant to be left out. 


The very word “testament” means promise, the Promise of Almighty God. It is God’s sacred promise 
never to give up on us, and He is always ready to welcome us home. One German theologian wrote, 
“I wish I could rename the Parable of the Prodigal Son” to “The Parable of the Waiting Father”. In this 
Memorial service in which we commend our departed comrades to the house not made with human 
hands, I truly believe that our loving God was waiting for them, and He ran forward to greet them. 


In the more than fifty years since my ordination, I believe in the Parable of the Waiting Father. What 
began as a call to ministry during the Second World War, has taken me to many places. Again and 
again, I have learned that Our Father in heaven loves us unconditionally. 


Today, Almighty God greets our departed comrades. Tomorrow, he waits to greet each of us. He will 
run forward to embrace us. As a father, he will embrace us as his beloved children. We will see his 
face, hear his laughter and taste his tears. And then, we will know the fullness of his grace, and we 
will know his voice as he calls us by name. Enter my son, my daughter, into the joy of this celestial 


kingdom.

Due to the state of affairs of the global political situation the United States of America finds herself in 
2006, the 369th FFDTD to Argentina confronted the Company with a unique but obvious decision. 


During CPT May’s personal Site Inspection in October 2005 and the Pre-Trip in June 2006 it became 
apparent the Argentine Military was attempting to position the AHAC visit as a political statement 

of our country’s purported support of Argentina’s claim to the Falkland Islands. Called the Malvinas 
by the Argentines, these small grouping of rock islands in the South Atlantic were still in the news 
more than 20 Years after Great Britain fought a war against Argentina to regain possession of these 
islands after Argentina invaded them in 1982. Notwithstanding the islands were settled by the British 
in the 1700’s and under British administration since then and no claim had been exerted before, the 
Argentines in 1982 used the invasion to divert attention from the poor state of their economy which 
was run by a military junta. Great Britain mired in its own economic slowdown under Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher responded and retook the island by force at the cost of several thousand lives- 
mostly Argentine. 


During the planning stages of the 369th FFDTD we had presented, to the US Embassy and Argentine 
Military Ceremonial Planners at a meeting at the Argentine Military Headquarters, a plan to place a 
wreath at the Statue of General San Martin in the main square of the City of Buenos Aires just as the 
AHAC had done in 1965 during our last visit to Buenos Aires. That was said to be permissible but 
they had another just “as important monument”, The Malvinas Memorial, which just happened to be 
on the parade route to the Statue of General San Martin from the Sheraton Hotel where we planned 
our Headquarters. Having been briefed that this was what they were going to try we responded that

if we stopped at the Malvinas Memorial then we would want to fly to the Falklands and do the same 
for the British Memorial. ‘Ihe immediate response from the Argentine General was “do what you want 
but not from Argentine Soil”. 


Later on that week, before we left for Boston, we were asked to stop by the British Embassy where it 
was reinforced to us how Great Britain was the USA's strongest ally in the world and we should “rec- 
ognize the sensitivities over floral tributes”. Message not needed to have been given for we had already 
decided to move the AHAC Headquarters to the Plaza Hotel directly opposite the Statue of General 
San Martin which climinated the need to pass the Malvinas Memorial on the way to the Statue of 
General San Martin. From that point on there was no support from the Argentine Military and our 
visit was turned over to the Cultural Affairs Office of the City of Buenos Aires and into the capable 
hands of a retired Argentine Ambassador, Roberto LaPerche, Sub Secretary of International Relations. 
The Argentine Navy did turn out a 25 Person Honor Guard during the floral tribute to Admiral Wil- 
liam Brown but other than that the Argentine Military Forces were absent. 


Ambassador LaPerche is a professional diplomat and having our visit turned over to the Cultural Af 
fairs Office of the City of Buenos Aires turned out to be a very important and beneficial move for the 
AHAC. ‘The history of the Military in Argentina is not good with the population of the country and 
being handled by the Sub Secretary of International Relations was the best situation we could have 
asked for. As you will read the efforts of Ambassador LaPerche on our behalf is mentioned many 
times in the following narrative and he was invited to Boston and attended June Day 2007 to respond 
to the toast for Argentina. 


Departure Day - ‘Thursday, 28 September 2006 


The Company, under the command of CPT Daniel G. May, assembled at Logan International Airport 
in AHAC Blazer and Tie in the forenoon for scheduled departures on two domestic flights. Over 80 
men were on two flights to either Atlanta or Miami to connecting to international direct flights to 
Buenos Aires. Both flights arrived in Argentina at 0700 within 45 minutes of each other after a restful 
overnight flight. We all met up in Customs and then on to baggage claim for the usual waiting. Since 
we flew at night and there was only a 1 hour time zone change (one hour ahead) all arrived in good 
spirits. There were no memorable events reported. 


Day One - Friday, 29 September 2006 


Once clearing the airport we traveled into the City of Buenos Aires by Motor Coach and arrived 
shortly after 1000. Hotel check in was smooth and the men also obtained their FEDTD Trip Gift 
from CPT May of a brown leather Bomber Jacket with embroidered AHAC Insignia, 369th FFTD 
logo and the individual member's name inside. Measurements had been taken in Boston and all jackets 
fit well but that did not alleviate some final adjustments on some of the ‘larger sizes”. Many members 
recognized the value of the quality and the 3:1 exchange rate and took advantage to have several more 
jackets made as well as other items of clothing from Bettina Rizzi, the Argentine leather clothing 
manufacturer contracted by CPT May. 
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The afternoon was at leisure and everyone took advantage of the early spring day in Buenos Aires 
(seasons are opposite of Boston) and became familiar with the immediate surroundings. ‘Ihe Plaza 
Hotel is located at one end of the main upscale shopping area, Avenue Florida, and shops of all types 
were present. The Sergeants Hospitality Suite was opened at 1200 under the watchful eyes of Ist SGT 
Ryan Noterman and 3rd Sergeant Gregg Catsoulis. The Captain and Command Staff spent their day 
in planning sessions with US Embassy personnel, City of Buenos Aires Officials and Church Leaders 
doing a dry run of Sunday’s planned events. 


At 900 the Sergeants 2006-2007, only 1st SGT Noterman and 3rd SGT Catsoulis were present in 
Argentina, put on a wonderful cocktail reception and dinner. The evening was most enjoyable and 

later a Tango Show was performed by local artists. On a comical note, the Tango Dancers attempted to 
get CPT May on the dance floor for Tango lessons however they went to the wrong table and got PC 
Paul Mahoney in error, who made the best of the time in spite of the foot gear he was wearing which 
would have been more useful climbing a mountain. All had arrived in good shape and looked forward 


to the week ahead. 


Day Two - Saturday 30 September 2006 


Saturday Morning was sunny and crisp and made a fine day to sight see. After a group breakfast in a 
beautifully ornate mahogany room of the Plaza Hotel, the Company departed on three Motor Coach- 
es to see the many sights of Buenos Aires. Due to the over 80 members each separate coach went to all 
the same sights but in different order. This allowed more time to be spent at cach location. ‘Ihe Trip 
Bomber Jackets was preferred the dress of the day. Highlights included The Recoletta Cemetery, burial 
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ground of prominent citizens including Eva Peron, Plaza de Mayo, Casa Posada (Presidential Palace), 
the San Telmo neighborhood and finally the port district of Puerto Madero. This day confirmed why 
Buenos Aires is called the “Paris of the South”. Dinner was on your own with many Ancients having 
made advance reservations to get into the best restaurants like Piegari and Las Lilas Cabana. With 

a 3:1 exchange rate an excellent meal in Argentina could be had for a relatively nominal sum when 
compared to New York or Boston. The Sergeants Suite had opened in the forenoon and was manned 
till 2400. 


Day Three - Sunday 1 October 2006 


Sunday Morning was a repeat of Saturday with a sunny sky and cool crisp air. The trees had just 
started to bud and the season of spring was evident. Breakfast was at 0800 with parade formation at 
0900. 


At 0930 the Company stepped off proudly in full AHAC Parade Uniforms carrying our full compli- 
ment of colors. The parade route was within the Main Square park whose light posts were adorned 
with the USA and Argentine flags. We were met at the Statue of General San Martin by a ceremonial 
unit of the Presidential Grenadiers and a substantial wreath was presented by Captain May whose 
speech is contained elsewhere in this book. The Company detail was joined by Mr. Michael Matera, 
Deputy Chief of Mission of the US Embassy. The Embassy was awaiting the new US Ambassador 
Tony Wayne within the month and DCM Matera was of great assistance filing in for the day and 
evening events. Photographs were taken similar to the visit the Company made in 1965. 


At 1000 the Company boarded Coaches for movement to the Statue of Admiral William Brown 
which is located along the waterfront. A substantial wreath was presented by CPT May and his speech 
is also contained elsewhere in this book. Attending this ceremony were 25 Members of the Argen- 
tine Navy in Dress Whites. DCM Matera and his wife and children posed with us for photographs. 
Coaches were boarded again for transportation to the Metropolitan Cathedral for church services. 

We were met at the Cathedral by Ambassador LaPerche and his staff and Fr. Juno, the pastor of the 
church. CPT May made a presentation of our customary donation from the Company which from all 
outward appearances was well received. 
Many members took the time to visit 
the Mausoleum of General San Martin 
which is contained within the church. 


At 1050 the Company paraded into 
this magnificent Cathedral and took 
up positions at both sides of the altar 
and the front 10 pews on both sides of 
the main isle. Mass was concelebrated 
with the local priest by our own Chap- 
lain COL Ed McCabe. Mass was said 
completely in Spanish.

After church Services the Company paraded directly across the Plaza de Mayo to the Cabildo, the 

city’s historic Armory dating from the 1700's. Here we witnessed the Changing of the City Guard, 

the “Patricios” in their period uniforms. Any cobwebs from the mass having been said in Spanish 

were quickly erased when the Patricios unexpectantly fired a two tiered twelve man musket volley in 
close proximity to our ranks within an enclosed courtyard! CPT May was later heard commenting 

“If 1 knew they were going to do that I would have put the red boards in the front row”. Ambassador 
LaPerche spoke some welcoming remarks and presented the Company with a beautiful white embroi- 
dered City of Buenos Aires flag. CPT May reciprocated with a City of Boston Flag and a Proclamation 
from the City of Boston’s Mayor Thomas Menino. After a guided tour of the Cabildo we retired for 
lunch back at Headquarters to reform for the 369th FFDTD Banquet at 2000. 


The 369th Fall Field Day Tour of Duty Banquet commenced at 2000 in the upper section of the main 
ballroom of the Plaza Hotel as it had been done 41 years earlier on 9 October 1965 during the 328th 
FFDTD. Over 80 Ancients and invited guests enjoyed a cocktail reception and passed Hors d'oeuvres 
consisting of many delicacies from Black Caviar Blintzes with Sour Cream to Focaccia Bread with 
Quail Eggs and Crispy Bacon. Dinner followed promptly at 2100 with what is described as “The Tra- 
ditional Ancient’s Dinner” of Filet Mignon and Potatoes. In this case the Filet was encrusted with Old 
Mustard Sauce and the potatoes were Au Gratin. This main course was preceded by Pumpkin Cream 
Soup and Caesar Salad with Parmesan. Desert was a “lite” Basket of Strawberries and Cream. ‘The 
program of the evening proceeded very smoothly and the transcripts of the Toasts follow in this book. 
CPT May made a particular effort to bring gifts for the speakers reflective of our Boston heritage with 
a 9” Revere Bowl as well as a Chelsea Shipstrike Clock in a mahogany base. 


Day Four - Monday 2 October 2006 


The Company awoke in a leisurely fashion 
for this was a morning departure travel 
day to the northern part of Argentina for 
two days of R&R at a natural wonder of 
the world, Igauzu Falls. All members were 
required to check out of their rooms and 
leave the bulk of their luggage behind as 
traveling was to be light into the tem- 
perate zone. Complications arose as the 
aircraft in Iguazu Falls was fogged in and 
rain delayed our departure from Buenos 
Aires by 5 hours. Adjustments were made 
by CPT May who saw to it that all were 
comfortable in his suite during the delay 
and the SGTs provided food and bever-

Adjustments were made to the day’s itinerary and the Company arrived in Iguazu Falls by late after- 
noon to bright sunshine but with much evidence of the torrential rains earlier in the day. According to 
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the locals this was good for it would make the “Falls” that much more impressive due to a recent dry 
spell in the region. Headquarters was the Iguazu Grand Hotel and Casino, the ultimate destination 
spot in this area with the Company taking essentially all the space in this hotel. At 1930, the Sergeants 
commenced a welcome to Iguazu party complete with a cocktail reception poolside with a traditional 
Argentine barbecue in separate building reminiscent of being on a safari. The food and ambiance were 
excellent! Dinner was followed by the most of the Company supporting the “Gods of Chance” in the 
Casino, which by Ancient’s tradition, determining who won or lost and how much (or believing) was 
fruitless. 


Day Five - Tuesday 3 October 2006 


The day dawned bright and warm. The Company grazed on a wonderful “American Breakfast” and 
many had already changed into or carried bathing suits for the day’s planned events. Due to the travel 
delay on Monday the Company set off on the “Devils Throat Tour” early this day which required 
transportation by coaches to a train and then into the jungle. After leaving the train we were faced 
with a 1% mile walk from land on raised structures across the flowing watershed plains to a magnifi- 
cent site where the water from three countries (Brazil, Argentina, Paraguay) fell into a large fissure 
known as “Devils Throat”. 


The noise was incredible and the pressure from the water dropping into fissure would build up until 
there was an eruption from time to time and resultant spray cooled everyone off in the equatorial sun. 
The excitement and anticipation of getting to Devils Throat wore off on the long return to land as the 
Company trekked under a strong sun and much grousing for the Captain to issue a Purple Heart for 


blisters! 


The Company re boarded the train 
with all accounted for. It was now 
time to get really wet. The more 
physically able members (65) split 
with the main body and walked down 
a series of rock steps to the shore line 
and boarded twin outboard powered 
inflatable boats. Complete with a guide 
and camera man each boat held 20 
men and proceeded to take everyone 
directly under the falls. Not near the 
falls but directly under the falls! The 
only part of you that was dry was what 


you put into your waterproof pouch 

upon boarding. Hopelessly wet, the 

boat by request of Ancients, returned to a position under (in) the falls two more times to the delight 
of all who were in a bathing suit! Others were not so pleased. The boat then transited the river to a 
position 2 miles downstream where we disembarked to a rather long flight of stairs (up). There was 
much concern by CPT May in the planning stages of the ability of some to make this long climb.

At 1730 the Company met on the terrace of the Hotel for the traditional “Candidates Night” recep- 
tion hosted by the Sergeants where declared candidates made speeches for the upcoming elections in 
May 2007. Much blustering kept the mosquitoes away. The Company then dined together in the hotel 
restaurant “La Terraza” with many members looking forward to better luck in the Casino after dinner. 


Day Six - Wednesday 4 October 2006 


Company awoke to another delightful day of the warmth and sun of the equatorial sun. Departure 
was at 1100 and all members were accounted for. Arrival at the Buenos Aires domestic airport was 

in the forenoon and due to mostly carry on luggage being carried we were deplaned in smart order. 
Arrival back at our Headquarters the Plaza Hotel was unusual for we were greeted by familiar staff and 
literally the same rooms we had checked out of two days prior! The Sergeant’s Suite opened and the 
afternoon was at leisure. At 1900 the Company was transported by coach to the Puerto Madero sec- 
tion of the City to dine at the Piegari Restaurant. Once again our number took the lion's share of the 
facility and the food was excellent and kept coming! 


At 2030 we arrived at the world famous “E] Viejo Almacen” Tango Show. The performances ranged 
from a single dance pair to multiple pairs dancing in unison over a period of 1 ¥2 hours. Additional 
musical performances by local and native musicians were done during costume changes. It was a 
physically demanding and artistic performance much appreciated by the sold out house. 


Day Seven - Thursday 5 October 2006 


At 1000 the Company was transported to the Ferry Terminal to board a high speed catamaran to cross 
the River Plate to Colonia Uruguay. 
CPT May and Staff were in Company 
Blazer Uniform while the majority of 
members were in the 369th FFFDTD 
Bomber Jackets. After a lovely lunch in 
a local restaurant the early afternoon 
was spent on a guided walking tour of 
Colonia. It is a historic town with a 
section maintained in the 1700's feel, 


At 1400 the company formed up on 
the Town Square for an exchange of 
gifts wich the Mayor of Colonia, Dr 
Walter Zimmer. To start the Town’s 
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choral group sang arrangements of songs to the delight of the Company who were in formation at 
parade rest. CPI’ May read a proclamation from Boston Mayor Thomas Menino and presented Dr 
Zimmer with a bronze bust of President Kennedy and a colonial map of the City of Boston. Rest of 
the afternoon was at leisure and we boarded the return ferry at 1700. The night was free as it was the 
last night in Buenos Aires. CPT’ May dined with his immediate staff at La Cabana while the rest of the 
Company spread out among the city to places visited before. 


Day Eight - Friday 6 October 2006 
Return Day 


Company awoke at a leisurely pace for the day was to prepare to return to Boston or continue on to 
Santiago Chile for an optional stay. Check out was at noon. Many members spent the day finishing up 
with the leather goods shops getting additional FFDTD jackets that were ordered earlier in the week 
in different colors or jackets of different material. At 1600 the Company descended en mass upon the 
Las Nazarenes Steak House for one last round up of Argentine beef. They were not disappointed for 
only a handful of Ancients were able to finish the steak for it was the largest individual portion many 
had seen anywhere! 

At 2100 the Company boarded two flights to the United States in reverse order of our coming just a 


short 8 days ago while 20 of our members continued on to Santiago Chile for some optional sight see- 
ing. All arrived safely back in Boston around noon on Saturday 7 October 2006 to a sunny but rather 


cool autumn day in New England.

THe MEDALS 


History On December 9, 1861 Iowa Senator James W. Grimes introduced S. No. 82 in the United 
States Senate, a bill designed to “promote the efficiency of the Navy” by authorizing the production 
and distribution of “medals of honor”. On December 21st the bill was passed, authorizing 200 
such medals be produced “which shall be bestowed upon such petty officers, seamen, landsmen and 
marines as shall distinguish themselves by their gallantry in action and other seamanlike qualities dur- 
ing the present war (Civil War).” President Lincoln signed the bill and the (Navy) Medal of Honor 
was born. Two months later on February 17, 1862 Massachusetts Senator Henry Wilson introduced 
a similar bill, this one to authorize “the President to distribute medals to privates in the Army of 

the United States who shall distinguish themselves in battle.” Over the following months wording 


changed slightly as the bill made its way through Congress. When President Abraham Lincoln signed

L: THOMAS Gunning Kelley 
stood on the metal deck of his 
olive drab monitor gunboat as 
it moved up Rocket Alley toward two 
Navy attack troop carriers that had just 
exploded after being pounded by B40 
rockets, 

“Hurst,” he ordered, “see if you can 
get those boats on the radio and let me 
know the extent of casualties.” 

“I just tried, Sir. Neither of the boats 
answer.” 

“O.K., then move our boat between 
them and the V.C. rocket teams. Now!” 

Kelley knew he was taking a gigantic 
risk, but his miniature battleship had

Silence. 

“O.K. | suggest you hit the sack early. 
Reveille will be at 0330 so you boat captains 
had better get supplics aboard now. The 
Chaplain will be in his room if any of you 
want to see him,” 

Kelley rose and walked out on deck. The 
lights from the U.S. Army Support Base at 
Dong ‘Tam twinkled against the horizon, To 
the cast, parachute fares drifted slowly down- 
ward, casting a brilliant orange glow over the 
Mekong, Delta. Kelley watched the flares sput- 
ter and listened as 10S howitzers sped their 
deadly shells toward suspected enemy posi- 
tions. lt was a typical Vietnamese evening. 

Below him, Kelley saw the boat crews pre- 


paring their craft for battle. They were an 
elite group of volunteers who sailed the mud- 
dy canals in search of an often elusive enemy. 
When they found him, there was usually a 
fierce battle, 

Although the Pentagon didn’t advertise it, 
the men knew the casualty rate in their or- 
ganization was 80 percent. Yet there was nev- 
era shortage of volunteers. Kelley watched a 
cigarette butt arch from the rail and drop into 
the muddy My Tho River. Then he turned 
and walked below deck. Tomorrow would be 
along day. 

It was still dark when the eight boats of 
River Assault Division 152 cast off their lines 
and slowly circled the USS Benewah and USS 
Colleton, Circling was boring but it gave the 
men a chance to stow loose gear, check their 
engines, and set the radios on battle frequen- 
cies. 

: lt also gave Viet Cong spies across the river 
time to warn their headquarters that another 
attack was being mounted. American com- 
manders had long ceased irying to sneak their 
vessels into Charlie country, It was like trying 
to sail the battleship New Jersey into New 
York Harbor without being detected, 
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Kelley- stood in the coxswain flat and 
watched the swift\flowing brown water rush 
past the bow of the shallow draft vessel as it 
turned and chugged slowly down the rain- 
swollen river. In the east, the early morning 
sun was creeping above the South China Sea, 
casting brilliant orange, red and purple rays 
upon the grey horizon. A Vietnamese sunrise 
is a colorful spectacle to behold and for many 
men itis the last one they sce. 

As the sun climbed higher, the cool night 
breezes died and a daily blanket of humid air 
settled upon the delta covering man and beast 
in drenching sweat, After men sailed the 
swamps for several weeks they cursed nature 
more than the enemy,

Kelley glanced skyward as two helicoptes 
gunships bore in for an attack several hundred 
yards to his left.

The 
second aircraft flew cover for the first, then 
the line of attack was reversed. 

To the south, U.S. Air Force jets screamed 
earthward and dumped silver napalm bombs 
which spread burning jelly across the swamp 
Charlie was being forced out of the jungle to- 
ward Rocket Alley. 

The 3/47 Battalion had surrounded the 
fleeing Cong. Delta Co., its ammunition spent, 
was waiting on the west bank to be picked up 
and taken out of the area of operation, It was 
Kelley’s job to accomplish this in minimum 
time. 

Slowly, the riverine ships worked their 
way up Rocket Alley toward the pick up 
point as Navy machine gunners sprayed the 
banks with .30 and .50 calibers, Foot by foot, 
yard by yard, the men fought toward their 
objective. Then it was quict, too quiet, 

Kelley glanced skyward as a light helicop- 
ter fire team flew over the canal, banked 90 
degrees to the right and followed the battal- 
jon commander's chopper up stream, Sudden- 
ly an AK-A7 spit a deadly stream of at 
the minesweepers. Two .30 calibers barked a 
reply, then it was quiet. Charlie was still 
around but he was biding his time until the 
‘Americans made a mistake, 

Kelley watched the sweeps inch around a 
sharp bend in the waterway. It was a perfect 
place for an ambush by VC rocket teams. The 
young officer's eyes scanned the jungle lined 
banks as his own craft navigated the turn. 
Twice it scraped bottom, but cach time the 
powerful engines forced the boat through the 
mud, As he rounded the bend Kelley saw Del- 
ta Co. waiting on the west bank about 150 
yards in front of him. 

Kelley ordered the ATC boat captains to 
break formation and beach their craft in the 
shallow water along the bank. The delta was 
one of the few places in the world whe 
Navy officer could deliberately run his ship 
aground and not be court miartialed, 

Kelley watched the first ATC hit the bank 
and lower its ramp. Thirty members of Delta 
Co., their uniforms and jungle boots caked 
with mud and sweat, trudged slowly aboard 
the craft and sprawled wearily on the deck 
Charlie had killed several of the men but fa- 
tigue and nature had taken a higher toll. 

As the second ATC dropped its ramp te 
receive troops Kelley ordered the sweep 
boats, the 105mm monitor, and the 40mm 
gunboat to switch positions so the flotilla 
would be in proper formation for reversing 
course and sailing out of Rocket Alley, 

“Go far so good,” Kelley thought as he 
wiped a river of sweat from his face. “But I've 
gotta get those boats moving. Charlie is 
around here someplace and we're in a bad 
position to fight a battle. 

“Let's get those ATCs out of there as soon 
a3 they're loaded,” he yelled to his radioman, 
“Tell those boat captains to get out to mid. 
stream and make up." 

‘ATC-152 reports it can't raise the bow 
ramp,” the radioman replied. : 

“Damn,” thought Kelley, “that’s all we 
need. Those boats are extremely vulnerable to 
enemy attack.””

“The erew’s using a chain fall to get it 
up,” the young sailor said. 

“O.K., tell ‘them to hurry as fast as they 
can,” Kelley replied. He knew the men were 
doing their best but raising a bow ramp with a 
chain fall was a slow, laborious job that takes 
at least 20 minutes to accomplish, “Tell the 
rest of the boat captains I want them to recon 
the bank with lead. Chances are this is the 
break that Charlie was waiting for.” 

Suddenly the two minesweepers exploded. 
The VC, anticipating heavy weapons fire 
along the west bank had moved their rocket 
teams across the strcum. Moments later as 
Kelley rushed to the aid of the stricken craft 
his own monitor was hit and severely dam- 
aged. 

When the enemy rocket exploded in Kel- 
ley’s face the concussion lifted the young man 
off his feet and tossed him halfway across the 
coxswain flat. The radioman was the first per- 
son to reach the small pilot house. As the 
acrid smoke cleared he saw three bodies 
crumpled on the deck. The first two men, 
BM1 James Hurst and BM3 Roger Albers were 
unconscious but appeared to be alive. 

Kelley had taken the full force of the ex- 
plosion. The right side of his face including all 
of the bone structure around his eye and 
cheek was blown away. His head was bathed 
in blood and the officer’s green fatigues had 
been shredded by shrapnel. 

Shaking his head to control a feeling of 
revulsion, the radio operator called Cmdr. Al 
Henry, the squadron Icader. “We've been hit 
bad, both the boat captain and coxswain are 
injured and I think Lt. Kelley is dead. Two of 
our sweep boats have also been hit.” 

Lying on the deck, Kelly heard his death 
announced but was unable to move. “Tell 
them I’m still alive,” he gasped. “Tell the 
commander to take the column but that Il 
retain command of this boat.” 

“Yes sir, right away,” replied the radio- 
man. “God,” he thought, how the hell can a 
man in that condition live much less com- 
mand a boat.” 

“I can’t get up,” Kelley said. “What sort 
of shape are the rest of the men in?” 

“Hurst and Albers are both wounded but I 
don’t think it’s serious.” 

“O.K. pet our 105mm howitzer trained on 
the bank and turn it loose. Those ATCs are 
sitting ducks. And get me up to where I can at 
least hear what is going on.” 

“Doc”? Nelson saw Kelley’s 105 belch as 
he leaped from his boat to the deck of the 
monitor. The young officer lay completely 
exposed to enemy bullets. As the corpsman 
walked toward Kelley, Hurst and Albers re- 


gained consciousness and joined the fire fight. 

Kneeling, Nelson checked the emergency 
battle dressing that had been applied to Kel- 
ley’s face. The officer’s right arm and hand 
were heavily bandaged and a finger had been 
severely mutilated. 

“Take care of the rest of my men before 
you touch me,” Kelley ordered, “I got work 
to do.” 

Then the spunky officer, ignoring the tre- 
mendous pain and psychological trauma 
caused by his extremely serious condition, or- 
dered his men to blast the jungle wide open. 
The boat crew laid down a withering stream 
of bullets and 105s. The shells up-rooted trees 
and slammed into enemy emplacements, The 
VC tried to retreat but were cut off by 105s 
which sang low over their heads and exploded 
in front of them, 

Kelley, unable to rise from his exposed lo- 
cation on deck, and with blood seeping from 
all wounds, continued to lead his men in bat- 
tle. “I hear the flame thrower astern,” he ex- 
claimed, “so move us out to midstream.” 

Hurst navigated his partially disabled boat 
out to the middle of Rocket Alley, as the 
other monitor probed its long orange tongue 
toward the VC. 

“There’s another enemy bunker on the 
south end of the next bend,” Kelley ex- 
claimed. “We gotta get it.” The monitor was 
now completely exposed to all VC rocket 
teams but Kelley knew the other boats could 
never regroup as long as the VC had a recoil- 
less team near the bank. 

“Pour everything you have into that 
bend,” Kelley ordered as bullets laced the air 
like swarms of buzzing mosquitoes. 

Cmdr. Henry, realizing that Kelley was 
fighting for time, ordered the rest of the boats 
to sail north while Kelley remained behind to 
cover the escape. As the last boat struggled 
out of range the officer told Hurst to join the 
column, They left Rocket Alley the same way 
they entered ., . fighting for every inch of wa- 
terway. 

Kelley lived but it took the best doctors in 
the Navy many months to rebuild his shat- 
tered face. On May 14, 1970, now promoted 
to licutenant commander, he was summoned 
to the White House by President Richard Nix- 
on, 

“Lt. Cmdr. Kelley’s brilliant leadership, 
bold initiative and resolute determination 
served to inspire his men in battle,” the Presi- 
dent said, then turning he placed the Medal of 
Honor around the officer's neck.

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Vietnam hero: We must 
learn lessons of history

TT WAS 1969 on a steamy 
June day in the Mekong 
Delta when Tommy Kel- 
ley of West Roxbury put 
his life on the line for his 
country and won the na- 
tion's highest decoration 
for bravery. 

A 31-year-old lieutenant 
in the Navy's River As- 
sault forces, Kelley was 
helping evacuate troops 
when the operation came 


under attack from an op- - 


posite river bank. 

“I got the boat (a heavy 
armor-clad landing craft) 
between the firing and the 
troops to protect the men 
and took a direct hit in the 
process," said Kelley, a 
1960 Holy Cross graduate. 

Kelley's quick thinking 
and courage averted a to- 
tal disaster and major ca- 
sualties, 

Today, Capt. Kelley, 50, 
is an aide in the Washing- 
ton, D.C, office of Admiral 
Carlisle Trost, chief of na- 
val operations. 

His Memorial Day 
thoughts center on the 
thousands of white crosses 
marking U.S, military ce- 
meteries around the world.

“I don’t see crosses,” 
says Kelley, “I see the 
young men they represent 
— young guys who liked to 
feel the sun and autumn 
winds. They were guys 
with dreams and ambi- 
tlons; and they all be- 
longed to somebody. 


“Even in peacetime the 
military is dangerous busi- 
ness. More than a million 
men and women wear the 
uniform all over the world. 

“And they got killed at 
places like the Marine bar- 
racks in Lebanon or on the 
USS Iowa. It's dangerous, 
not like working in a store 
or sitting behind a desk in 
the Pentagon. 

“It's up to us to sce we 
don't repeat the stupid 
things that cause wars. It's 
inexcusable that old men 
who never wore a uniform 
or left the safety of their 
homes send kids who don't 
know where Asia is off to 
die." 

Kelley was awarded the 
Medal of Honor May 13, 
1970, It was the proudest 
moment of his life and has 
made people feel it is an 
honor to know him. 

He says it was an honor 
to know some of the men 
now benceth the white 
crosses — people he calls 
“the real heroes," 

“They had dreams like 
all of us," said Kelley, “un-

Perched atop that pyramid, the Medal of 
Honor retains a mystique unparalleled in muili- 
tary folklore 

Organizations, such as the Congressiona! 
Medal of Honor Society, composed of living re- 
Cipients, exist primarily to uphold the inteenty 
of the medal and its holders. Research and 
historical groups, like the Medal of Honor His- 
torical Society, pore over obscure records in 
search of new information on recipients of 
whom little 1s known, (Both are non-profit 
organizations.) 

“The Medal of Honor has retained its rever- 
ence over the years,” says Edward F Murphy 
of the Medal of Honor Historical Society 
“Most recipients will tell you they saw other 
actions that were meritorious, but somebady 
saw theirs and wrote them up Ina sense, they 
say, they wear their meaals in trust for the 
people who didn’t came back or who were nol 
recognized There is a genuine humbleness or 
the part of recipients.” , 

Through research, the historical society has 
found the fina! resting places of 2,500 recip: 
ents, 
"We now have basic biographical informa 
tion on all but about 400 recipients.” Murphy 
says.

share the distinction of serving as 
: Commissioner of Veterans Services 
for the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. The former commissioner 
is Thomas J. Hudner, Jr, a native of Fall 
River, Massachusetts, where he was born 
on 31 August 1924 
Hudner attended Phillips Academy, 
then graduated from the U.S. Naval 
Academy as a member of the class of 
1946. He initially served aboard a cruiser 
on the China Station, before being 
assigned to the staff of the CinCPac in 
Hawaii. After flight training in 
Pensacola, Florida, and Corpus Christi, Texas, Hudner 
received his wings in 1949. The remainder of his thirty- 
year career in the Navy was spent in aviation-related 
assignments. Nine of his tours were on aircraft carriers, 
often in billets in carrier-based squadrons. 
Lt. Qg.) Hudner was awarded the Medal of Honor 
for his bravery at Chosin Reservoir on 4 December 1950 
He was assigned to Fighter Squadron 32, flying off the 
deck of the USS Leyte in the Sea of Japan.

1 was 
aboard ship most of the first year after 
graduation trom the Naval Academy, on 
a crutser stationed in China. [ got orders 
to Hawaii when | was due to rotate back, 
and while | was there, the Bureau of 
Naval Personnel solicited requests from 
junior officers for flight training. So | sub- 
mitted my request. They really needed 
pilots at that time, and | soon received 
orders to attend flight school. 
MH: Where was flight training? 
Hudner: Pensacola, Florida, for about 
two-thirds of the training.

Private First Class Jacklyn Harrell Lucas (born 1928) was a United 
States Marine who earned the Medal of Honor during the Iwo Jima 
campaign for unhesitatingly hurling himself over his comrades upon 
one grenade and for pulling another one under himself. One of the 
grenades exploded and Lucas absorbed the entire blasting force of it 
with his own body. 


Private First Class Lucas, the youngest Marine ever to receive the 
United States’ highest military decoration, was presented the award 
by President Harry S. Truman at the White House on Friday, 5 
October 1945. 


Early years 


Jacklyn Harrell Lucas was born in Plymouth, North Carolina on 14 

February 1928. He attended high school at nearby Salemburg and was captain of the football team. 
He was an all-around sportsman, also taking part in baseball, softball, basketball, boxing, wrestling, 
horseback riding, trap and skeet shooting, and hunting. 


Marine Corps service 


Although only 14 years of age, muscular build, five feet, eight inches high, weighing 180 pounds, he 
enlisted in the Marine Corps Reserve without his mother’s consent on 6 August 1942. He gave his age 
as 17, and went to Parris Island, South Carolina, for recruit training, 


During his rifle training Pvt Lucas qualified as a sharpshooter. He was next assigned to the Marine 
Barracks, U.S. Naval Air Station, Jacksonville, Florida. In June 1943, he was Ganceened to the 21st 
Replacement Battalion at New River, North Carolina, and one month later he went to the 25th 
Replacement Battalion, where he successfully completed schooling which qualified him as a heavy 
machine gun crewman. 


He left the continental United States on 4 November 1943, and the following month he joined the 
6th Base Depot of the V Amphibious Corps at Pearl Harbor, Hawaii. He was advanced to private first 
class on 29 January 1944. 


With statements to his buddies that he was going to join a combat organization, PFC Lucas walked 
out of camp on 10 January 1945, wearing a khaki uniform and carrying his dungarees and field shoes 
in a roll under his arm. 


He was declared absent without leave (AWOL) when he failed to return that night and a month later, 
when there was still no sign of him, he was declared a “deserter,” and a Fevirtelaftenel feta 
hension. He was also reduced to the rank of private at that time. 


He stowed away on board the USS Deuel which was transporting units of the 5th Marine Division 
into combat. He surrendered to the senior troop officer present on 8 February 1945 dressed in neat, 
clean dungarees. He was allowed to remain, and shortly after he was transferred to Headquarters 
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Company, 5th Marine Division. He reached his 17th birthday while at sea, six days before he earned 
the Medal of Honor. 


On the day following the landing at Iwo Jima, he was creeping through a twisting ravine with three 
other men of his rifle team when the Japanese opened a hand grenade attack on them. ‘The men 
jumped into two shallow foxholes. Lucas pushed a thrown hand gernade into the volcanic ash and cov- 
ered that grenade, along with another with his body. He was left for dead by his companions, although 
he was miraculously still alive. Severely wounded in the right arm and wrist, right leg and thigh, and 
chest, Pvt Lucas had undoubtedly saved his companions from serious injury and possible death. 


He was evacuated to the hospital ship ‘Samaritan’, and then treated at various field hospitals prior to 
his arrival at San Francisco, California on 28 March 1945. He eventually underwent 21 operations. 
The mark of desertion was removed from his record in August of that year while he was a patient at 
the U.S. Naval Hospital at Charleston, South Carolina.

“The medal is the highest military decoration a president (can 

bestow),” Bush said during a speech to guests who attended the White House ceremony, among them 
Secretary of Defense Bob Gates, Secretary of the Army Francis J. Harvey and Chairman of the Fein 
Chiefs of Staff Marine Gen. Peter Pace. , : 


Bush, starting off his remarks ona light note, referred to Crandall as “a bit of a handful growing up; 


one of his teachers said he had a unique ability to get in and out of trouble without any trouble at all.” 


Ona more serious note, Bush recounted the events that have earned Crandall the highest praises of his 
comrades in Vietnam and ultimately brought him to the White House 7 


“They flew through a cloud of smoke and a wave of bullets,” Bush said of Crandall and his wingman, 
then-Capt. Ed Freeman. “(They) carried out the wounded, although that wasn't (their) mission, If he 
had stopped (after one rescue attempt), he would have been a hero. But he went back 14 times - until 
every man was evacuated.”

Wednesday 21 February WASHINGTON 


On 21 February 2007, 30 Ancients and their ladies com- 
prising a total compliment of 41 left Boston in the early 

afternoon under the command of CPT May on three air- 
craft to travel to Charleston South Carolina to participate 
in the Bicentennial Anniversary of The Washington Light 
Infantry. Three additional members, including 1st SGT 

Mitchell and 3rd SGT Grace, traveled by personal motor 
vehicle from Boston to Charleston carrying company pa- 
rade equipment to be used in the various planned events. 


The Washington Light Infantry (WLI) is a founding 
member of the Centennial Legion of Historic Military 
Commands (Centennial Legion) and has participated in 
our June Day events for sometime.

AHAC Company Headquarters was the renowned Charleston Place Hotel in the heart of this historic 
city and was ideally centered for all activities.

Company awoke to sunny skies and temperatures rising into the 60’s. Morning and afternoon were 
at leisure and many took advantage of walking tours around the city, boat tours out to FT Sumter or 
a short drive to visit the USS Yorktown, the retired WWII aircraft carrier permanently moored across 
the harbor. 


At 1515, the Company boarded motor coaches in Mess Dress and Evening Gowns for a short drive 
to the Washington Light Infantry Anniversary Banquet Cocktail Reception and Dinner held at the 
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North Charleston Convention Center. This event is similar to our June Day with a seated head table 
and many toasts during the course of the evening. Earlier in the day the WLI had given CPT May a 
miniature set of WLI Bicentennial ribbons to be distributed to all AHAC present who wore them this 
evening with pride. 


CPT May and his wife Carol were seated at the first row of a double tiered head table right next to 
BG Henry I. Siegling, WLI Battalion Commander and his wife Jane adjacent to the podium. Also at 
the head table were BG Henry L. Durant, WLI, The Honorable Joseph P. Riley, Jr, Mayor of Charles- 
ton, MG Stanhope S. Spears, The Adjutant General of South Carolina, LT General John W. Rosa, 
USAF Ret, The President of the Citadel,. and LT COL Dale L. Theiling, WLI Battalion Executive 
Officer and Toastmaster for the evening. ‘The second tier was comprised mostly of WLI Commander’ 
Emeritus. 


The National Anthem and music for the evening was played by The Citadel Combo. During the 
course of the evening several “Confederate Songs” were played including “Dixie” which brought all 
attending to their feet waiving napkins except CPT May who rose mid way in the song to a cheer. The 
band did attempt to play Yankee Doodle later on albeit a little bit rusty in the notes but an attempt no 
less. All was in good taste. 


The speeches for the evening consisted of the SC TAG MG Spears informing all of the National Guard 
Levels and goings on with deployments. MG Spears did have CPT May rise and pointed out the 
significance of the Gorget he was wearing not only to the AHAC but to the South Carolina State Flag 
with has what appears to be a Crescent Moon over a Palmetto Tree which in fact is a Gorget signifying 
South Carolina’s military heritage. The keynote address was given by the President and Commandant 
of the Citadel, Lt Gen Rosa, who started with a parody of a fictitious letter from President Bush and 
finished with enduring praise for the WLI who originally founded The Citadel. 


CPT May rose at this point and presented our traditional gift of honor an inscribed Paul Revere 

Bowl to the WLI commemorating the Bicentennial Anniversary. He started with a brief history of the 
AHAC for we were the largest visiting delegation and took time to mention “I did not come alone” at 
which time all the AHAC members present rose with a cheer. CPT May also informed the assembled 
crowd of over 450 of the AHAC loaning of the General Beauregard Saddle to the WLI till June of 
2007. The saddle was loaned by the AHAC to the Washington Artillery in New Orleans however 
Hurricane Katrina in 2005 flooded their Museum and it has not reopened as of this date and thus an 
opportunity presented itself to bring the saddle to Charleston. General Beauregard was born and is 
buried in New Orleans

FT Sumter in Charles- 
ton Harbor to start the 
Civil War. CPT May then 
proceeded with a brief 
speech (copy following) 
and the presentation of a 
framed flag “Don’t Give 
up the Ship”. This flag, 
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commonly referred to as the Commodore Perry Flag, is a US Navy rally flag created to commemorate 
the capture of the USS Chesapeake by the HMS Shannon off Boston Harbor in 1813 when a the 
dying American Captain, James Lawrence, uttered those words. Several years earlier in 1807, the USS 
Chesapeake had been attacked off Cape Henry during a time of peace by the HMS Leopard looking 
for British deserters which event lead to the creation of the WLI and the motto of the WLI “Remem- 
ber the Leopard”. The WLI’s uniform cover has piece of leopard skin (imitation today) encompassing 
the circumference as a reminder. 


After a most enjoyable evening the Company retired to the Charleston Place Hotel at 2300. 


Friday 23 February 


Company awoke again to early spring skies with temperatures rising at mid-day to close to 70. Morn- 
ing and afternoon were again at leisure with much sightseeing. 


AT 1515 the Company assembled in Parade Uniform with gloves with ladies in appropriate attire 

to depart by motor coaches to The Citadel for The Parade of Cadets which commenced promptly at 
1620. Accompanying us were the WLI in full parade uniforms as well which when combined gave 

a rather proper look to the event. The full compliment of Cadets in crack step and dress passed in 
review. When a platoon leader with a Massachusetts hometown was announced as his unit passed, 
the AHAC gave out a large cheer. Four in total. At 1730 the Company retired to the Citadel’s Com- 
mandants Reception which was held in the Commandants residence on campus. A rather lovely affair 
enjoyed by all. At 1815 were returned to the hotel to change into Mess Dress for the evening. 


At 1945 the Company traveled by motor coaches again to the North Carolina Convention Center for 
the Commanders Bi-Centennial Ball. Similar to the format of the prior evening without speeches but 
with a large dance floor we enjoyed the rather ample seafood and food stations. A group photo was 
ultimately taken with success. At 2300 the company retired to the hotel 


Saturday 24 February 


Another great day dawned in Charleston. At 0830 the Company assembled in Parade Uniform with 
gloves and moved by foot a short distance to Marion Square for assembly of The WLI Bicentennial 
Anniversary Parade. Positioned directly after the WLI in the line of march, the Company looked 
splendid with the CPT May, IstLt Sweeney, 2nd LT Moynihan all carrying Halberds, the Color Guard 
led by MSG Kelly carrying a full compliment of colors and every Red Board carrying espontoons. 
Sharp indeed! Various local units were present including several military honor guards and the Citadel 
Band. 


At 1000, the parade stepped off for a 1 ¥%2 mile route (no hills) through the Ciry of Charleston. We 
paraded down King to Broad Street, passed the Reviewing Stand and returned on Meeting Street. At 
the mid point we enjoyed a 4 jet fly over (approached from the rear) and shortly thereafter the 4 jets 
returned from the side. Very nicely done. 


Shortly upon returning to the Assembly Area the Company formed up with the WLI and dedicated 
an Oak Tree donated by the Company to commemorate the Bicentennial. CPT May spoke some ap- 
propriate words and General Siegling responded in kind. 
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At 1330, the Company and parade participants enjoyed a traditional barbecue complete with chicken, 
pulled pork, greens and ice tea. Admission was by a commemorative “Wooden Nickel” reminiscent 

of days gone by. Entertainment was done by the firing of a rather large field cannon which kept any 
wildlife at a distance! 


The remainder of the afternoon was at leisure with many going to Catholic Mass at 1715 at the Cathe- 
dral of St John the Baptist. Many of the Company joined up later for an impromptu farewell dinner at 
several of the many delightful restaurants to be had in Charleston. The city did not disappoint. 


Sunday 25 February 


At 0900, those of the Company who were not departing on early flights, moved by foot in Parade 
Uniforms with gloves to the WLI Armory and Museum for a collation. We observed the Beauregard 
Saddle on display with the Company donated Paul Revere Bowl, given several nights earlier, in a glass 
case in the “Relic Room”. 


Promptly at 1000 a parade was formed complete with the Citadel Band and moved down Meeting 
Street to St John’s Lutheran Church for the WLI Annual Memorial Service. Very similar to our June 
Day Memorial Service the name(s) of the deceased since the last memorial service were read with 
drum roll. After the church service the parade reformed and proceeded a short distance away to the 
WLI Monument for a wreath laying ceremony returning to the WLI Armory by Meeting Street. 


At 1330 the remaining contingent boarded motor coaches to the airport to catch our flights to Boston. 
All attending spoke highly of the City of Charleston, the affection shown to all of us by the Washing- 
ton Light Infantry and the Charleston Place Hotel. We made many friends and hope to see the WLI at 
June Day 2007 to reciprocate to best of our abilities.

Official reports show frequent citations of acts of 
individual heroism and deeds of sublime courage 
on the part of the Washington Light Infantry 
officers and men. 


The war over, the survivors returned to their 
homes, and in 1866, they formed what was 
called the Washington Light Infantry Chari- 
table Association. The organization was the first 
organization of its kind in the South created to 
assist the families of those who had fallen or who 
were disabled by the war. Today, this Association 
is known as the W.L.I. Charity Fund, and its 
by-laws have been amended to allow the destitute 
families of fallen comrades of all military engage- 
ments, wars, and even riot duty, to benefit. 


Many persons have credited the Washington 
Light Infantry with using their utmost influence 
in 1842 in the founding of the South Carolina 
Military Academy, now known as The Citadel, 
the Military College of SouthCarolina. At the 
close of the War Between the States in 1865, the 
institution was closed and came into the posses- 
sion of the Federal Government. The W.L.I was 
determined that The Citadel would be reopened 
for the training and education of South Carolina’s 
sons. After numerous meetings and by using 
every influence possible, The Citadel was finally 
reopened in the fall of 1882. 


In 1916, the Washington Light Infantry, as 
Company “B”, 2nd. South Carolina Infantry, 
answered the call of President Wilson for patrol 
duty on the Mexican border near El Paso, Texas. 
And in 1917, when the United States entered 
World War I, the active company of the W.L.I, 
was augmented to a war strength of 150 men. 
Under the command of Captain Harry 0. With- 
ington, the WLI served in the National Army 
overseas in the 105th Ammunition Train, 55th 
Field Artillery Brigade, 30th Division. 


-2007 
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Following the war, the National Guard (formerly 
the State Militia), came under a vast reorga- 
nization plan under the direct authority and 
supervision of the Federal Government. The 
active company of the W.L.I was reorganized 
and was mustered into service on June 30, 1919. 
It became “B” company, 118th Infantry, South 
Carolina National Guard, a part of the National 
Defense set-up at the call of the President. 


In May 1921, the Washington Light Infantry 
active company answered the call of the United 
States Shipping Board. The WFI began a tour 

of duty in guarding shipping at docks and at 
anchor when seamen and shipping interests had a 
dispute over wages. 


In the years following, the W.L.I. Company “B” 
was called out several times on tours of duty for 
similar crises in the states. In 1940, at the call of 
the President, the National Guard of the United 
States was called to active service for full time 
training, where they remained for a year before 
being sent overseas. Upon their departure, the 
reserve company “A” was called to take the place 
of the active company. 


In addition to serving its country in every mili- 
tary engagement, the Washington Light Infantry 
has had the honor of participating as a military 
unit in centennial celebrations and ceremonial 
parades all over the nation. Volunteer Corps are 
not generally long lived, but this Corps, combin- 
ing social and military features, has been marked 
by extraordinary vitality. In addition, the WLI 
has received an unusual share of popular favor 
and esteem by the people of Charleston and the 
nation.

The Brief Story of a Medal of Honor Recipient 
JAMES HAROLD DOOLITTLE 
By AHAC Member David W. Graham 


With the highly successful Medal of Honor Society 
Convention here in Boston last October fresh in our 
minds, it was during the February 2007 AHAC trip to 
Charleston to honor the Washington Light Infantry, 
that an informal side-trip had been organized to visit 
the Medal of Honor Society Museum based aboard the 
USS Yorktown, now permanently moored pier side at 
Patriot's Point in Charleston Inner Harbor opposite 
downtown Charleston. Aboard the Yorktown was a 
vivid display of one gigantic effort of World War II 

for which a Medal of Honor had been presented by 
President Roosevelt. 


For a bit of detail, here's the story-behind-the-story. 

It was sixty-five years ago on 18 April 1942, that the 
culmination of an unprecedented Navy-Army joint 
planning venture was about to take place. Sixteen 

B-25 “Mitchell” bombers were to take an earlier-than- 
planned departure from the aircraft carrier USS Hor- 
net (CV-8) on a super-secret mission to “punch GEN 
Hideki Tojo in the nose”. Behind this major effort was 
an individual who had begun the major planning and 
uaining effort - - - namely, Jimmy Doolittle. Although 
he stood only 5’ 5” tall, he was destined to become 
one of the giants of WW-II, in the tremendous victory 
effort over the axis powers. 


In 1917, Doolittle had temporarily left UC — Berkley 
to become an Army flying cadet. ‘Too late for action in 
France, he became a flight instructor at Kelly Field and 
later completed his degree at UC in 1922, having first 
accepted a Regular commission in the Army the year 
before. Doolittle’s education was later continued when 
he came to Boston and entered MIT, where he subse- 
quently earned one of the first Doctor of Aeronauti- 
cal Engineering degrees. His weekend flying antics, 

to “unwind” here in the Boston area were to become 
legendary to thousands of observers, with aircraft he 
had been permitted to use that were Army aircraft as- 
signed to the MA National Guard at Boston Municipal 
Airport (now Boston-Logan International Airport). 
Upon graduation from MIT, Jimmy Doolittle went to 
work for Elmer Sperry on Long Island to successfully 
develop instrument “blind landing” techniques. The 
following year, he was one of the very few who success- 
fully flew the “hot” Gee Bee racer that was developed 
at Springfield, MA. ‘This experience later paid off when 
he won the coveted Schneider Trophy in 1925. 


Fast forward to the USS Hornet when she was com- 

missioned at Newport News, VA in October of 1941. 
Following the attack on Pearl Harbor, the Hornet was 
then transferred to the Pacific Fleet, arriving in March 
of 1942 at Alameda, CA for an as yet unspecified mis- 
sion, known only to Doolittle and a handful of others. 


Within hours, sixteen B-25 aircraft arrived at NAS 
Alameda, matched with crews that had been secretly 
trained at Eglin Air Base in Florida. After landing, 
the aircraft immediately taxied to Hornet's pier and 
were hoisted aboard. ‘The flight crews embarked with 
dispatch. It was at this time that then LCOL Jimmy 
Doolittle and CAPT Marc A. Mitscher, Hornet's Com- 
manding Officer and an early Naval Aviator, were to 
meet and they immediately garnered huge respect for 
one another. It would not be until Hornet's departure 
from Alameda that the full extent of the orders would 
be revealed to those onboard - - - including the B-25 
flight crews. 


Here, front and center, we see then LCOL James H. 
Doolittle (L) and CAPT Marc A. Mitscher (R) on the 
Hornet's flight deck, following the ship's departure 
from Alameda. The aircraft in the photo, the first to be 
spotted on the deck, was Doolittle’s and because the 
other 15 were spotted aft of his, he would be the first 
to go - - - and with the shortest take-off run of some 
400 feet in an aircraft that had been designed for 4,000 
foot runways.

As we can see from the next photo below, there was 
very little flight deck space available aboard Hornet. 
All sixteen B-25s were securely lashed aboard her flight 
deck, as Hornet’s aircraft elevators were far too small 
for the “Mitchells” to be stored below. 
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In the final photo below, we see Jimmy Doolittle’s B- 
25 crawling for airspeed following her short lift-off run 
from the Hornet's flight deck, enroute to the raid on 
Japan, some 650 miles to the west. The date was affixed 
at 18 April 1942. 


Of the sixteen B-25’s that flew from the Hornet that 
unforgettable day, all but one had either been shot 
down or had crashed along the coast of China in 

a terrible storm. ‘The one surviving B-25 landed in 
Vladivostok and was immediately interned - - - Russia 
had her own war problems and Stalin wanted no part 
of another front in eastern Siberia. 


The physical effect of the raid on Tokyo and the Japa- 
nese cities of Kobe, Osaka and Nagoya, was considered 
minimal from a military viewpoint but it taught the 
Japanese that they were not invincible and it was a sign 
of things to come three years later. Back home, the 
psychological effect of the Doolittle Raid, was truly 
huge. For the first time since the Pearl Harbor attack, 
America - - - and her allies - - - smiled. 


For this valiant effort, Jimmy Doolittle was promoted 
to General and awarded the Congressional Medal of 
Honor. He subsequently served with distinction in 
command of the Fifteenth and later the Eighth Air 
Forces in Europe. Following the war, he became heav- 
ily involved with Shell Oil Company and remained 
active in the Air Force Reserve until his retirement. 


Doolittle died in California in 1993, and is buried at 
Arlington National Cemetery in Virginia, next to his 
wife. In his honor at the funeral, there were over- 

flights of the few remaining flyable B-25 Mitchells in 
the United States, and also of 


USAF Eighth Air Force bomb- 
ers from Barksdale Air Force 
Base, Louisiana. After a brief 
graveside service, one of the 
Doolittle Raiders tried to play 
taps in honor of his former 
commander, but retired Colo- 
nel William Bower could man- 
age only a few faltered notes 
before having to pass the bugle 
to Doolitele’s great-grandson 
who finished the playing of 
taps flawlessly. 


The “Doolittle Raiders” have 
been holding a reunion every 
year since 1943 - - - on April 
18th. Although only a hand- 
ful now remain, their 2007 
reunion will be in San Antonio, 1X. We should offer 
them a toast.

Salem Massachusetts, 1637 The history of the National Guard began on December 12, 1636, when 
the General Court of the Massachusetts Bay Colony ordered the organization of the colony's militia 
companies into three regiments: the North, South and East Regiments. The colonists had adopted 
the English militia 
system which 
obligated all males, 
between the ages 

of 16 and 60, to 
possess arms and 
participate in the 
defense of the com- 
munity. The early 
colonial militia 
drilled once a week 
and provided guard 
details each evening 
to sound the alarm 
in case of attack. 
The growing threat 
of the Pequot 
Indians to the 
Massachusetts Bay 
Colony required 
that the militia be 
in a high state of readiness. The organization of the North, South and East Regiments increased in

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The History of the National Lancers 


The National Lancers has a long and distinguished his- 
tory as a volunteer troop of militia cavalry. The Lancers 
were organized on 31 October 1836 at the request of 
Gov. Edward Everett. While the ostensible reason to 
organize the National Lancers was as the governor's 
mounted ceremonial escort; the Lancers, as volunteer 
militia, was also charged with enforcing the law and 
defending the Commonwealth from invasion and in- 
surrection. The unit’s designation reflected its organiza- 
tion as light cavalry, equipped and uniformed similarly 
to the Polish Lancers of the Napoleonic Army. 


The initial strength was 64 officers and troopers made 
up of men who either owned their own horses or 
worked with horses. Each trooper was required to fur- 
nish his own mount; the troop issued uniforms and the 
state provided sabers and pistols. While the uniforms 
were ornate, membership in the National Lancers was 
not restricted to the upper classes, unlike other elite 
volunteer militia companies. 


On 1 November 1836, the day after the order was 
signed organizing the National Lancers; the unit met 
and adopted a charter, which shortened and later be- 
came the troop motto “Union, Liberty and the Laws.” 


In 1837, the Lancers escorted Gov. Everett to the Har- 
vard commencement; the troop performed this duty 
well into the 1960's. During the years prior to the Civil 
War, the National Lancers practiced their horseman- 
ship, provided escorts to the governor and visiting 
dignitaries and maintained order during riots. 


In 1845, the National Lancers adopted their present 
uniform -- a red tunic with a blue plastron and blue 
breeches adorned with the “czapka,” the Polish lancer 
shako. In 1852, the unit was redesignated as Company 
A, Ist Battalion of Light Dragoons. However, the unit 
kept its distinctive designation as the National Lancers. 


With the outbreak of the Civil War in 1861, the Lanc- 
ers organized two war service troops -- Companies Cc 
and D, Ist Massachusetts Volunteer Cavalry. Younger 
Lancers, along with new recruits, rode off to fight with 
the Army of the Potomac taking part in campaigns in 
South Carolina, Virginia, Maryland and Pennsylva- 
nia. During the Boston Draft Riot in July 1863, the 
National Lancers, in it’s home guard role, helped put 
down the rioting and stopped a mob from seizing the 
guns and armory of the Boston Light Artillery. 
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After the Civil War, the National Lancers returned to 
its drills, summer camps, and escort duties. While it 
was a military organization, the National Lancers was 
also a social organization. In addition to dinners, horse 
shows, and other social events, the Lancers visited 
other elite militia organizations in New Orleans, Wash- 
ington, DC, Richmond, Charleston and Cleveland. 


The Lancers were not called for service in the Spanish 
American War in 1898 since the Army did not need 
additional cavalry. In June 1916, as part of the Ist 
Squadron of Cavalry, Massachusetts National Guard, 
the National Lancers mustered into Federal service and 
deployed to Texas to patrol the border with Mexico. 
For four months, Lancers trained on the hot, dusty 
Texas plains. In November 1916, the troop was mus- 
tered out of Federal service. 


The National Lancers returned to their home station 
in Boston’s Commonwealth Armory and resumed their 
weekly drills but not for long. With the declaration 
of war in April 1917, the troop informally became a 
fulltime unit; new recruits and remounts were trained, 
additional weapons and equipment were issued, and 
officers and NCO’s were busy preparing for the call of 
Federal service. In July, the troop was mustered into 
Federal service. However, the Lancers received the 
news that they, along with the rest of the Ist squadron 
were to be dismounted and reorganized as a machine- 
gun battalion for the new 26th Division, which was 
organized from National Guard units from every state 
in New England. 


On 17 August 1917, the Lancers were redesignated 
as Company A, 102d Machine Gun Battalion, 26th 
Division. The 26th was the first complete US Army 
division to arrive in France and participated in six 
campaigns. Lancers supported the 51st Brigade, 26th 
“Yankee” Division composed of the 101st and 102d 
Infantry Regiments. The 26th returned to the U.S. 
in April 1919 and was demobilized at Camp Devens, 
Mass. 


By March 1920, the National Lancers had reorganized 
as Troop A, Ist Separate Squadron of Cavalry and in 
November 1921 was redesignated as Troop A, 110th 
Cavalry, Massachusetts National Guard, Weekly drills 
resumed along with the 15 days of summer camp. 
Training was much more serious. The National Guard 
had become soldiers during it’s service on the Mexican 
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border in 1916 and had been blooded in combat on 
the Western Front in France in World War I. 


The National Lancers of Troop A was virtually a new 
unit, mostly new recruits with a smattering of old 
troopers who had served in Texas and had fought in 
France. There was little time for ceremonies and escort 
duties that took up a great deal of time before 1916. 


A group of veterans of the National Lancers decided 
to form two troops of Lancers. Troop A remained in 
the National Guard; however, a ceremonial troop, 

a, was formed in the 1920's. Just 
as during the Civil War when there were three Lancers 


outside of the mil 


troops, two on active duty and one in Boston in militia 
status, the new Lancer organization would consist of 

a National Guard troop and a military-type organiza- 
tion devoted exclusively to participating in parades and 
ceremonies. 


The National Guard troop continued as cavalry until 
1940 when the unit was reorganized as Battery a, 
180th Field Artillery. The National Guard Lancers 
served in the American Division in the Pacific ‘Theater 
during World War I] and resumed its National Guard 
status after the war in the 180th Field Artillery Bat- 
talion and later in the 10 1st Field Artillery. 


The ceremonial National Lancers continued their ac- 
tivities up to the 1960's. The unit began new traditions 
by participating in the reenactment of the ride of Paul 


Revere every Patriot's Day and by riding in parades 

all over Massachusetts. However, the Lancers wanted 

a formal military status and petitioned the state legis- 
lature for many years in an attempt to rejoin the state 
militia. The efforts of COL, later Major General, Dino 
DiCarlo, the National Lancers commander for many 
years, paid off on 6 July 1964 when Gov. Endicott 
Peabody signed into law the act admitting the National 
Lancers into the Massachusetts Organized Militia. 


Under the command of Brigadier General Mario 
DiCarlo, the National Lancers continues it activities 

as the ceremonial cavalry troop of the Massachusetts 
Militia. Under it’s current alignment; the National 
Lancers may assist units of the Massachusetts Military 
Reserve in search and rescue operations and other mis- 
sions as necessary and also assist the mounted platoon 
of the Massachusetts National Guard Ceremonial Unit. 
‘The current Lancer organization consists of a squadron 
with two troops. 


In July 2004, the National Lancers were ordered into 
active state service to guard Camp Curtis Guild during 
the Democratic National Convention. 


Affixed to the National Lancers colors are 17 battle 
streamers for service in the Civil War and World War I.

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Paul Revere’s Ride 


LISTEN, my children, and you shall hear 
Of the midnight ride of Paul Revere, 

On the eighteenth of April, in Seventy-Five; 
Hardly a man is now alive 

Who remembers that famous day and year. 


He said to his friend, “If the British march 

By land or sea from the town to-night, 

Hang a lantern aloft in the belfry arch 

Of the North Church tower, as a signal light, -- 
One, if by land, and two, if by sea; 

And I on the opposite shore will be, 

Ready to ride and spread the alarm 

Through every Middlesex village and farm, 

For the country-folk to be up and to arm.” 


Then he said “Good-night!” and with muffled 
oar 

Silently rowed to the Charlestown shore, 

Just as the moon rose over the bay, 

Where swinging wide at her moorings lay 

The Somerset, British man-of-war; 

A phantom ship, with each mast and spar 

Across the moon like a prison-bar, 

And a huge black hulk, that was magnified 

By its own reflection in the tide. 


Meanwhile, his friend, through alley and street 
Wanders and watches with eager ears, 

Till in the silence around him he hears 

The muster of men at the barrack door, 

The sound of arms, and the tramp of feet, 

And the measured tread of the grenadiers, 
Marching down to their boats on the shore. 


Then he climbed the tower of the Old North 
Church, 

By the wooden stairs, with stealthy tread, 

To the belfry-chamber overhead, 

And startled the pigeons from their perch 

On the somber rafters, that round him made 

Masses and moving shapes of shade, -- 

By the trembling ladder, steep and tall, 
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To the highest window in the wall, 
Where he paused to listen and look down 
A moment on the roofs of the town, 


And the moonlight flowing over all. 


Beneath, in the churchyard, lay the dead, 
In their night-encampment on the hill, 
Wrapped in silence so deep and still 

That he could hear, like a sentinel’s tread, 
The watchful night-wind, as it went 
Creeping along from tent to tent, 

And seeming to whisper, “All is well!” 

A moment only he feels the spell

He has left the village and mounted the steep, 
And beneath him, tranquil and broad and deep, 
Is the Mystic, meeting the ocean tides; 

And under the alders that skirt its edge, 

Now soft on the sand, now loud on the ledge, 
Is heard the tramp of his steed as he rides. 


It was twelve by the village clock, 


When he crossed the bridge into Medford town. 


He heard the crowing of the cock, 
And the barking of the farmer's dog, 
And felt the damp of the river fog, 
That rises after the sun goes down.

Chaplains have had prominent places in all of the military 
campaigns in our nation from the time prior to the con- 
stitution of our Republic. As citizen soldiers and members 
of local military brigades, they have been present on every 
battlefield on which our brave patriots have fought and died 
for freedom. 


The colonists of Massachusetts who had been members of the Honourable Artillery 
Company of London were anxious to maintain the traditions of their parent organiza- 
tion, and in 1638, when the first Captain Commander, Robert Keayne, reviewed the 

troops in the Boston Common, the Rev. John Wilson was asked to lead in prayer and 


read from the Scripture. After muster, the members reunited at the Blue Anchor Tavern, 
another tradition still observed today. 


From the Revolutionary War, the Civil War, two World Wars, the Battles in Korea and 
Vietnam, the Cold War and the recent and current war in the Middle East, chaplains in 
every branch of the Armed Services have been at the side of our brave warriors, some- 
times giving their own lives in the supreme sacrifice. 


In the history of our distinguished company, chaplains have for the most 
part been chosen and appointed after an experienced military career. The 
late Chaplain (BG) Lawrence Brock SJ was a combat chaplain in the Pa- 
cific, including the battle of Guadalcanal. In the June Day sermon in 1973, 
he said, “Each of us is more humbled in trying to make the world a better 
place in which to live, in which to love and show our mutual respect for 


one another.” That is still the hope and prayer of our company chaplains.

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A WoopworKER’s GIFT

Have you ever taken a close look at the altar or lectern stand in 
your parish church? Have you ever studied their design? Ever 
wondered when or where they were made, or who made them? 


Parishioners of St. Catherine of Alexandria Church in Westford, 
MA know the answers to these questions. Gus Grace, KJn, de- 
signed and built an altar for his parish. He built St. Catherine's 
lectern stand (also known as an “ambo”), and the ambry that 


holds the church's sacred vessels. 


Gus took up woodworking following a thirty-six year career 
designing telescopes, satellite cameras, and infrared optical 
equipment for jet aircraft. When he retired from MIT, he re- 


ceived a miter saw as a retirement gift. With an eye for detail and a desire to work with his hands, Gus 
purchased a table saw and made himself a workbench. Before long, Gus was making furniture for his 


children - a cherry Quaker desk for one, bookcases for another. 


One day Gus was asked to build an ambo for St. Catherine's Church. On a visit to Rome with his 
parish pastor, Gus began taking photos of an octagonal ambo located in St. Peter’s Basilica. The flash 
from his camera caught the eye of a security sentry and Gus was unceremoniously whooshed out of 
St. Peter’s. He used those photos to design St. Catherine's ambo. More recently, Gus was asked to 
build a second ambo for his church. Along with the new oak ambo, Gus built an oak footstool for the 


children of the Parish so they, too, could read from the ambo during Mass. 


Gus’ woodworking is also found at St. John’s Seminary in Brighton, MA. The lectern stand Gus made 
for Peterson Hall is based on the infamous photos from St. Peter’s Basilica. After making a tabernacle 
stand for St. William’s Hall, Gus was asked to build a small altar for a prayer room at St. William's. 

In designing the altar, Gus carved a Roman cross made from a piece of Honduran mahogany for the 
front of the altar. Within the wide Roman cross, Gus carved the eight-pointed Maltese Cross - the 
emblem of the Order of Malta. When St.William’s Hall was closing, Bishop Muldoon of Honduras 
offered to send the altar to a mission in Honduras. A young Franciscan priest from the Island of Malta 
was serving at the mission when the altar arrived. As the young Franciscan unpacked the altar, tears 
rolled down his cheeks when he recognized the Maltese Cross carved in his beautiful, new altar. 


Gus’ woodworking is beautiful. He works with hard woods — oak from the woods of New England 
and mahogany from Honduras. The pieces he has made are notable for their strong, graceful lines. 
They have character and a true presence, much like the man himself. When asked about his wood- 
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working Gus said, “I have a small shop with limited machinery, so when I design a piece I have to 


use my skill to make the piece with the machinery I have. That gives me a chance to use my mind.” 


Since becoming a Knight of Malta in 2001, Gus has dedicated much of his time and leadership to 
the Order's mission. In 2006, Gus became a Novice Knight of Justice. He initiated the Boston 
Area’s ministry at Lazarus House in Lawrence, MA where he continues to volunteer in their kitchen. 
Gus serves as Chair of the Medical Ethics Committee and is the Boston Area Chair for the annual 
Lourdes pilgrimage. He has traveled to Lourdes every year since 2002. Gus initiated the Veterans 
to Lourdes program and is the coordinator for Area malades. He is especially popular for organizing 
the cheerful “Gus and the Bus” trips which take Boston Area pilgrims to and from Newark Inter- 
national Airport. Anyone who has taken the bus will tell you that Gus is a great storyteller. With a 
twinkle in his eye and an engaging smile, he will charm you with the wonderful stories he has to tell. 


So, the next time you visit your parish church, take a look at the altar, ambo and ambry. Perhaps 
learn more about them. At St. Catherine's, the altar, ambos and ambry are beautiful pieces of work- 


manship, all gifts from the hands of a gracious man and talented woodworker.
